Seven Persens Drowned and Three 
Missing. 

Troy, N. T., Nov. 12 —At about 6 this 
evening a large skiff, owned by Giles Le Roy, 
of Port Schuyler, drew up at Burden’s Wharf, 
on this side the river, to take residents of 
West Troy, employed at Burden’s mills, to 
their homes. The night was dark, and, ow- 
ing to a strong south wind and recent rains, 
the waves were of an unusual hight, and the 
river very high. As near as can be learned, 

THE FOLLOWING PERSONS 
were in the skiff when it left the Troy land- 
ing: Giles Le Rey, Henry Le Roy, his son, 
Francis Reilly. Garrett Reilly, his son, 
Thomas Manion ahd his son Thomas, John 
Lever, Thomas Fox, John Stevenson, John 
Keys, Milo Hatch, George Hoy, Fleming 
Trimble, James Diamond, William O’ Neff. 
Michdel McMahon, and three others whose 
names could not be ascertained. When the 
boat had almost reached the middle of the 
river, Thomas Fox, who was sitting in the 


stern, saw 
THREE PROPELLERS 
rapidly approaching from the south. He 
called to the oarsmen to stop, but they failed 
to do so, and the propeller nearest to the 
west shore passed by withina few feet of 
the bow of the skiff. The latter, which all 
agree was overloaded, having the gunwales 
nearly even with the water, passed the first 
swell in safety, but on reaching the second 
shipped sonsiderable water. The third al- 
most filled the boat, and the occupants be- 
came greatly alarmed. The men, aware that 
the boat would sink, called for assistance, 
and one of the propellers, 
THE CORA, 
turned around, but the others continued on 
their course. The Cora steamed slowly to- 
wards the skiff, but, before she could reach 
it, the boat had capsized and ali the men were 
struggling in the water. Thomas Fox, being 
unable to swim, grasped the keel of the 
skiff and called to his associates to follow 
his example. Several of them did so, and 
held on until the Cora drew alongside, On 
board the Cora were John Kennedy and 
Charlies Pickett and 
HIS BROTHER. 
The last’ named, although but 14 years of 
age, displayed great bravery and wonderful 
presence of mind. Calling on the men who 
were hanging on to the capsized skiff to hold 
fast, he threw life-preservers right and left 
to their less fortunate companions, and then, 
bracing himself against the side of the tug, 
pulled in John Lever, who weighed about 
170 pounds. The following men were then 
PICKED UP BY THE CORA: 
Thomas Fox, John Lever, John Stevenson, 
Garrett Reilly, Thomas Manion Jr., and two 
strangers whose names it was impossible to 
ascertain. By this time several row-boats 
had reached the scene, and Fieming Trimble, 
Milo Hatch, M. McMahon, and William 
O'Neil were picked up, Trimble being al- 
most dead. The following are

accident occurred, Capt. Harvey Robinson, 
of the Betts, and the Captain of the New- 
nian, when asked why they did not stop, say 
that they did not hear cries for ‘assistance, 
and did not learn of the accident until an 
heur after it occurred. 
THE RIVER 

near the scene of the disaster is dotted with 
small crafts searching for the bodies, but ow- 
ing to the condition of the river the task is 
difficult, and at 11 o’clock only oue body had 
been found—that of Henry Le Roy.

A Bad Mess at the Streator Coal-Mine. 
Svetial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. — 
Streator, III., Nov. 12.—About 12 o’clock 
last night the bed of Prairie Creek, north- 
east of town, broke through into one of the 
main entries of No. l shaft of the Chicago, 
Wilmington & Vermilion Coal Company. 
This is said to be the largest soft-coal shaft 
in America, employing over 600 men and 
miniag at an average of 978 tons of coal 
daily. At the point where the break oc- 
curred there had been one or two previous 
breaks, which had been stopped off by re- 
taining wells in the mine. Prairie Creek is 
a little stream that, although it carries 
off considerable surface water, often runs 
entirely dry. Its bea at this point is only 
eight or nine inches above a bed of some 
twenty-eight feet of quicksand, and the rains 
of yesterday has so swelled the stream as to 
cause pressure enough to break through the 
quicksand down into the mine. The hole 
made by the sink is about 200 feet wide by 
400 or 500 feet long, and in places as much as 
forty-five feet deep. For some time 
past a. gang of some twenty 
or twenty-five men have been at 
work in the mine all night, but last night 
they all quit at9o’clock, but Tim Tinsley 
and Jim Stone, who were putting a door on 
one ot the entries, and two Hungarians, who 
were bailing: water. ‘Tinsley and Stone first 
heard the sound of the roaring waters and 
started for the shaft, which was nearly a 
half-mile away. ‘The water was close behind 
them, and soon overtook them. Stone’s 
lamp went out, and at times the water was 
so high that they were obliged to turn 
their noses up in order to get 
air. They, however, reached the 
shaft in safety, and were hauled up in the 
cage. All hands who were on top im- 
mediately set to work to get out tools, coal- 
cars, and mules from the wine. Out ot nearly 
thirty mules that were below. all but two 
were saved, these being at work near the 
water-shaft with the two Hungarians, who 
them and barely managed tosave 
their own lives. Atan early hour this morn- 
ing a large force of men were set to cutting 
the timber from the hill near the 
break und throwing it into the hole, 
with the hope of stopping the washing of the 
quicksand. The mine, which in most places 
is six feet high, and has entries and rooms 
re ching in almost every direction for over a 
mile, is full ot water and earth, and at 4 
o’clock this afternoon the water had risen 
tour feet in the shaft above the roof of the 
mine. A large force of men is at work cut- 
ting a channel through a hill in order to 
turn the course of Prairié Creek. This 
channel will be about thirty feet deep by 
feet long, and until it is finished 
the water will continue to run into ther haft. 
The company have their pumps all at work. 
and are throwing out at the rate of 10,000 
gallons per minute. Superintendent Woods 
says at tnis rate they can rid the shaft of the 
water in about four or five weeks, after which 
time it will take at leasta month to get the 
shaft cleared of the débris and get into 
working order. The men will be put into 
Nos. 2 atid 3 shafts of this 
company for the present, but it will, 
to say t, lessen the total 
amount of coal shipped from here as much 
as — cars per day for some time. It is esti- 
ma that the damage, including delay of 
work, will amount to over $100,000, 


A Queer Yarn.

Lrrrix Rock, Ark., Nov. 12.—A strange 
accident is reported today from Monroe 
County. John Furbish and Absolom Davis, 
colored, were running a race on a $25 wager. 
The plan proposed was to reach a given 
point from an opposit direction within a cer- 
tain time. The ground having been meas- 
ured off, the men, mounted upon large and 
fast horses, started. Both riders reached the 
line marked out at the same time. The 
horses, under full speed, could not be 
checked, and collided. Both animals were 
killed, their heads striking violently to- 
gether. Furbish was seriously injured, one 
of his legs being broken, and he also stistain- 
ing internal injuries. It is believed he can- 
not recover. avis had an arm broken, and 
was otherwise hurt. His wounds, however, 
are not considered of a serious nature. 


* A Landslide at Cleveland.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 12.—The city was 
thrown into wild excitement by a landslide 
tonight, which occurred on Scranton avenue, 
near Jennings. Without any warning the 
entire mass of earth, about one hundred by 
fifty feet, slid down the embankment to the 
bottom below. Rumors were aflogt at first 
that several persons had been buried, but 
later developments give no one missing. Just 
above the slide isa brick house, and there 
are fears that this will tumble down. A 
break in the water-pipe is the cause of the 
accident, 


Accident at the Indianapolis State- 
House. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 12.—One of the 
traveling engines on the trestle-work of the 
new State-House fell at 1 o’clock today, a 
distance of twenty-tive feet. The accident 
was caused by the timbers giving away. The 
engineer, named Smith, is probably fatally 
injured. No others hurt. 


Poisoyed Pancakes. 

Paw Paw, Mich., Nov. 12.—J. A. Poorman 
and two children ate pancakes Tuesday last, 
mixed with arsenic, used in mistake for 
baking-powaer. Poorman has since died, 
and it now reported that both children 
cannot recover. 


A Child Kitted by a Bull-Dog.

Conspiracies in the Office of the Western 
Union at Cincinnati. 
@pecial Dispatch to. The Chicago ‘Tribune 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 12.—I1t has been dis- 
covered by the manager of*the Western 
Union Telegraph office in this city that a 
most flagrant violation of the rules of the 
oftice in disclosing the contents of dispatches 
has been going on for months. The operat- 
ors’ room has been surreptitiously furnish- 
ing important information that was passing 
over the wires to outside parties. Superin- 
tendent Miller first became aware of this 
through the complaint of J. R. McLean, of 
the ‘Knquirer, who emphatically averred 
that his private dispatches were going to M. 
E. Ingalls, President of the Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, St. Louis & Chicago Railroad 
Company. McLean and Ingalis have been 
having a hot fight over the Union Depot and 
other matters, and the former displayed un- 
mistakable signs of irritation when he found 
that his most carefully concealed movements 
were immediately known to his most active 
enemy. Me swore vengeance against the 
Western Union offite—would rip it wide 
in his paper and all thatif the leak was not 
instantly stopped. This caused an investi- 
gation, and the investigation bronght Ingalls 
to his feet. He was positive beyond all per- 
adventure that McLean has been receiving 
his dispatches—all of them—for the past 
six months. Learning that, he had been 
framing dispatches on purpose for McLean’s 
eyes. This plan had worked well, and he 
considered that they wer eat least even. As 
to his having scen McLean’s dispatches, 
there was some truth in the charge. Man- 
ager Miller testifies that .while they were 
surreptitionsly obtained, itwas not by Mr. 
lngalls’ procurement or at his solicitation. 
As the investigation 1 05 it was shown 
that an operator named Billings, who worked 
the New York wire by day, was re- 
sponsible for at least some of the 
leaks. He was discharged, and has since 
been doing a good deal of talk, and that has 
set others totalking, and interesting facts are 
coming out. It appears that Billings hada 
palin New York. They were selling infor- 
mation, it is charged, for specuiative and 
other purposes. Billings was receiving * 
a week for services from McLean, but he 
does not explain the nature of the service. 
It appears that he was also selling informa- 
tion to a broker firm on Third street. The 
firm were to give him a percentage of the 
protits of investments made upon the 
strength of dispatches which he might 
steal off of the wire. A dispute arose as to 
what the percentage should be. Billings 
thought they were treating him meanly, 
and, to get even, furnished them false infor- 
mation. The brokers invested and lost, 
Then they wanted Billings to stand half the 
loss, and threatened to expose him if he did 
not. Soit goes. Billings was formerly em- 
ployed in Cleveland, and was discharged for 
giving away the business of the Standard 
Oil Company. He says there are other oper- 
ators in the Cincinnati office who are doing 
just as he did, but he refuses to give their 
names. A thorough investigation is being 
had, which will probably result in a much- 
needed ren ovation in the operators’ room. 


Excitement in Albert Lea, Minn., Over 
the Operation of Theodore Tyrer. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Nov. 12.— The Pioneer 
Press’ Albert Lea special says great excite- 
ment prevails there over the decamping of 
Theodore Tyrer, a prominent business-man. 
Since he disappeared it has been discovered 
that he has been guiity of a number of forg- 
eries and other fraudulent practices, and it 
is thought he has got away with quite a 
large amount of money. The Freebora 
County Bank is reported to be loser for 
$5,000 or $6,000, and a great many creditors 
for various amounts are turning up hourly. 
Tyrer was agent for the Corbin Banking 
Company of New York, and had been 
intrusted with a great deal of money by vari- 
ous parties. He was sent to the Penitentiary 
from Buffalo, N. Y., some years ago for 
forgery, but was pardoned out by Gov. Til- 
den, when he came here and went into 
business. Some time since he was compelled 
by a Minneapolis bank to mortgage all of his 
property to it to make good some crooked 
transactions, and it is thought he has left his 
family penniless. He occupied a high posi- 
tion in church and society circles. Tyrer 
was arrested at Forest City, la. Immediately 
upon the receipt here of the news of his 
arrest, an engine was fired up and Sheritf 
Scheenan, accompanied by several citizens, 
went after him. r. Tyrer was was brought 
to this city, arraigned before Justice Black- 
ner, Waived examination, and was committed 
in default of $3,000 bail. It is rumored that 
additional evidences of crookedness have 
beén found, and it is probable that the losses 
will be heavier than is generally anticipated 
when he was arrested, — about $300 was 
found on his person, While it is geurally 
thought that he must have had at least $10,- 
000 when he left. 


A Man Starts Out to Kill the Alleged. 


Seducer of His Daughter and Is Him- 
self Killed.

Snaw. of Macon, who was shot in the groln 
and killed at Blue Mound last evening by 
James Tobey Ward, as telegraphed last 
night, came to this eountry three years ago.

He declared that Shaw fired 
at him first. A man named Sprague was the 
only person whe witnessed the shooting. and 
he testified at the inquest that he was so 
greatly alarmed that he cannot tell who fired 
first. Miss Francis Shaw, a handsome 
school-teacher of the county, is the young 
lady in the case. he was her father’s 
favorit daughter.

OBITUARY. 


' John Davidson. 

John Davidson, of the firm of Davidson & 
Sons, who died Wednesday morning at his 
residence, No. 353 Narth La Salle street, was 
a representative man, and his life isa con- 
spicuous exampte of the material benefits re- 
sulting from the application of Christian 
principles to the affairs of business life. The 
funeral services were held at his residence 
Friday morning by the Rev. Arthur Little, 
after which the remains were taken by the 
family and friends by rail to Milwaukee, his 
former home, where a large concourse ot 
friends escorted them to Forest Home Cem- 
etery, and there, amid the grand old trees, 
whose fast-falling leaves typified the frailty 


of man, an impressive service was conduct- 
ed by the Rev. George Ide, his former pas- 


tor. 

Mr. Davidson was born at Paisley, in Scot- 
land, in 1828. Hecame with his parents to 
Canada, and while quite young engaged in 
marbie-cutting, which hecarrid on at Guelph ; 
then at Milwaukee and Chicago. His mode 
of living was of the most simvle and tempe- 
rate character. and the rigid economy neces- 
sary in his early years was continued through 
his life; yet he was so generous that every 
deserving applicant received from him ma- 
terial aid as well as encouragement: and, 
though his charities were bestowed mod- 
estly and with secrecy, they were large, and 
continued through all his later years.

Col. Charles Northam, at 
Conn.

HArRtTForpD, Conn., Nov. 12.— The death of 
Col. Charles H. Northam, this morning, re- 
moves one of the most prominent citizens of 
Hartford, and widely known throughout the 
country as President of the New Haven & 
New York Steamboat Company, and of the 
Mercantile National Bank, of Hartford, since 
1862. He was a native of this State, aged 83, 
and had been ill for three months of decay 
of the system. In early business life he was 
interested in the West India trade, and when 
steamboating began he was among the first 
to invest in the line between Hartford 
and New York. which ran the Bunker 
III. the Oliver Ellsworth, and other boats 
famous in those days. Subsequently he 
transferred the investment to the New Haven 
& New York line, and he and Chester W. 
Chapin, of Soreness Mass., became the 
largest owners. ‘The largest boat of the line, 
and one of the finest ‘navigating Long Island 
Sound, was named if his honor. He also 
had large investments in local insurance, 
banking, and manufacturing institutions, 
was a Birester in several organizations, was 
several times a member of the City Govern- 
ment and the Legisiature. He leaves an es- 
tate exceeding $1,000,000, and no family ex- 
cepting a wife and an adopted daughter. 


Bennett Bailey, Another Old Settler. 
Chicago has lost another old settler in the 
death of Bennett Bailey, which occurred 
Friday afternoon at 4 o’clock at his late resi- 
dencé, No. 301 Fulton street. Mr. Bennett 
was born near Llavre de Grace, Md., April

engaged in the building trade until a short 
time ago when he transferred his busi- 
ness to his son.

Axpout 12 e’cloek Friday night the bed of 
Prairie Creek broke through into one of the 
mines of the Chicago, Wilmington & Ver. 
milion Coat Company, at Streator, in this 
State. The bed of the stream at the point 
where the break was made is only eight or 
nine inches above a bed of some twenty- 
eight feet of quicksands, and the rains of 
Friday caused pressate enough to break 
through the bed and the quicksand into the 
‘mine.

Apour 27,000 applications have already 
been made to the Irish Land Court to fix a 
judicial rent. Of the applicants at least 
3,000 are tenants who have been evicted since 
the 22d of February, six months before the 
Land bill became law. Among the recent 
applicants are 130 tenants of Sir George St. 
John Colthurst of Cork County. About 
three years ago these same tenants were 
shoutung for Sir George, and breaking the 
heads of all who opposed his election as a 
member of Parliament from Cork County, 
and itis only about two months since they 
held mevtings to congratulate their land- 
lord on his recent marriage and to re- 
jeice thereat. Now they practically charge 
him with haviug robbed them for a number 
of years—with having used his position to 
extort money from them. The conduct of 
the tenantry in the past forcibly illustrates 
the degrading influence of Irish landlordism.

with the present lake-front. This plan con- 
tempiated making a harbor of the water lying 
between this artificial road and the lake-front, 
and also the construction of a union depot at 
the south end of the roadway, freight depots 
and warehouses along the roadway, and 
docks, with slips, both along the lake-front 
and the parallel road out in the lake. The 
proposition has found a good deal of consid- 
eration, and called forth several suggestions, 
one of whichis éspecially worthy of atten- 
tion. 

To uct a lake harbor of the kind pro- 
posed will require a vast amount of stone 
and dirt for filling up the roadway and the 
doeks, estimated at twelve or fourteen mill- 
ion cubic yards. There is no place where 
this material can be procured so cheaply as 
by enlarging the canal to Lockport and using 
the excavated, earth, gravel, and rock to con- 
struct the docks and roadways of the pro- 
posed harbor. There are now three or four 
million euble yards of excavations thrown 
out of the ditch forming high embankments 
along the canal, all of which could be cheap- 
ly utilized in making docks. Seows drawn 
by tugs would convey the material from the 
canal to the new harbor at a probable 
cost of 75 cents to $1 per yard. The 
future interests of Chicago demand more 
than anything else an adequate outlet for 
the sewage of this rapidly growing city, and 
the most direct and capacious sewer it will 
be possible to command will be in a ship 
canal connecting Lake Michigan and the 
Mississippi River. The commercial interests 
of the whole country would warrant the Na- 
tional Government in undertaking the con- 
struction of such a canal much more than 
the local and sectional interests warrant the 
annual expenditure of several millions of 
public money on a variety of jobs included 
in the River and Harbor bill which Congress 
passes. But it may be doubted whether Chi- 
cago can afford to waitfor the Government 
prosecution of that work. If a new harbor 
be one of the desirable improvements in this 
city, in order to furnish relief from the 
bridge nuisance, as well as to meet the grow- 
ing requirements of commerce at this point, 
then it would certainly be an admirable ar- 
rangement to procure that desideratum by 
means of another coveted improvement— 
viz.: the enlargement of the canal and con- 
struction of a vast sewer. 

The statement of the case leads up to the 
suggestion which has been brought before 
the public attention. The scheme embraces 
these propositions: Let a company be or- 
ganized for the construction of a harbor and 
docks between the lake-front and the new 
Government pier, and the State to authorize 
that company to proceed with the work on 
condition that it take the filling required 
from the canal, and guarantee a uniform 
width of say 120 feetin the surface of the 
canal between the point where the South 
Branch empties into it and Lockport, with a 
depth equal to thatof the Chicago River, 
say fourteen feet. A canal of dimen- 
sions would be large enough to receive water 
from the long-contemplated canal from the 
Stock- Yards east to the lake. 

A project of this kind has on its face cer- 
tain advantages and certain disadvantages 
which should be properly weighed. 

First, as to the advantages: The comple 
tion of the project as we have outlined it 
would give Chicago ample dock facilities for 
a hundred years to come. There would be 
docks, warehouses, and slips in the outside 
harbor covering a apace of several hundred 
acres, also in the four or five miles of the 
enlarged canal west of Bridgeport, and in 
the new canal connecting the lake with the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal either by way of 
the Stock-Yards or south of that point. The 
use of these docks would furnish a very 
great relief to the Chicago River, and thus 
largely abate what is known as the “bridge- 
nuisance and spare the great waste of time 
now consumed by waiting in the central part 
of the city for the closing of the bridges. It 
would also assure a perfect system of 
drainage for the entire city for all time to 
come. A canal 120 feet wide and twelve or 
fourteen feet deep would carry a great vol- 
ume of water which would always be kept 
clear ahd pure by the flow from the lake. 
Between Lockport and Joliet there is a fall 
of forty-five feet. Such a volume of water 
on that fall would create a vast hydraulic 
power—amounting to many thousand horse- 
power. 

The benefits of a ship eanal connecting 
Lake Michigan and the Mississippi River 
would be practically seeured by the proposed 
improvement, since the river below Joliet 
could be made navigable for steamboats and 
barges by the construction of two or three 
locks above La Salle. Ample dock room, 
perfect sewerage, and a ship canal te the Mis- 
sissippi constitute a combination of ad- 
vantages which, once secured, would make 
the future of Chicago grander and more im- 
portant than the most sanguine people have 
ever predicted, 

There are undoubtedly disadvantages and 
objections to such a scheme. There is a very 
widespread sentiment against the obstruc- 
tion of the view of the lake along the strip 
between the Exposition Building and 
Twelfth street. This is the only open lake 
view there is anywhere within the city 
limits on the South Side, and there will 
always be considerable opposition to elosing 
it, not only on the part of those who live on 
the lake-front, but among all who take a 
pride in the “view.” It may be doubted, 
however, whether an outside harbor with its 
immense shipping and bustle of commerce 
will really detract from this view. Opposi- 
tion may be expected from tne owners of 
dock property along the river, which they 
would fear might be depressed in value to 
sume extent by the harbor facilities provided 
elsewhere. The residents and owners of

BACK PUPILS AT THE PUB- 
LIC 


Tun Tarscne recently published a com- 
munication from Progress sharply criti- 
cising the graded system in the public 
schools of Chicago. The article Was sug- 
gested by the report of a committee of the 
Citizens’ Association on the matter of routifie 
work in the public schools. The writer in 
Tue Tamm was himself a teacher, and 
wrote from the experience of maty years, 
and the resalt of his experience and observa- 
tion is decidédly adverse to the present 
graded system which is in use in the public 
schools of this city. 

This gentleman declares that the first di ffl- 
culty which meets any attempt to change or 
reform the present school system arises from 
the opposition of the teachers, and that any 
effort to break up routine work will be es- 
pecially opposed by thé teachers because 
routine is the foundation of the graded-sys- 
tem. The ground for anticipating the hos- 
tility of teachers to any change is, first, that 
the majority of teachers are so wedded to 
the present round of duties that any varia- 
tion of requirements throws them off the 
track, and they are helpless; and, second, 
that the graded system rests on the presump- 
tion that all children are capable of so much 
work, and that those who can do more must 
be kept back until the others can be brought 
up to the standard. He says: 

In order to accomplish this a system has been 
devised which maps out a scheme of work far 
too narrow for genius, but just suited to the

themseives. The ebange to another method 
cannot easily be made, because teachers do vot 
easily or readily measure the capacity of pupils. 

It is to be feared that there is too much 
truth in these allegations, and that the teach- 
ers as a body are very non-progressive. It is 
a rank absurdity to suppose that if ten boys 
and ten girls enter a ciass in the public 
schools, their scholarship being the same, 
these twenty children shall so progress 
during the next five years that their 
relative scholarship shall remain un- 
changed, and they shall remain class- 
mates until they graduate. Yet this is the 
hypothesis on which the graded system has 
its foundation. There are half a dozen 
standard studies; of these twenty children 
fifteen may be unusually brilliant in four of 
them, but they cannot be advanced in any of 
them until their progress in all six studies is 
up to the standard, and they must drag along 
their dull existence with the other five boys and 
girls until all twenty are advanced to the 
same proficiency. The studies are graded, 
but the pupils are not graded according to 
their progress. It profits a boy nothing to 
outstrip his classmates in arithmetic, unless 
he excels equally in all the studies; he 
must remain with his associates until he has 
memorized a half-dozen books in which he 
takes no particular interest. 

The teachers are appointed to classes of a 
prescribed grade; to them it is a heresy to 
teach anything not written down for that 
grade. In an ordinary grammar school there 
may be fifty boys in classes of various grades, 
but who have advanced themselves in arith- 
metic far beyond the grades to which they 
belong. It would be an offense revolting to 
the School Board or’ to the teachers to have 
these fifty boys file out of their present rooms 
at particular hours in the day and take places 
under another teacher in an arithmetic class 
far enough advanced to meet their present 
proficiency. The graded system would be 
violated, and the teachers would be demoral- 
ized by any suth proceeding, no matter how 
proper and just it would be in the way of in- 
structing the children in the matters in which 
they need instruction. Our correspondent 
writes on this point: 

The whole tendency of teaching under the 
systems in vogue in the majority of schools is 
to check any display of ingenuity in acquiring 
knowledge. Such a thing as mental discipline 
is impussibie in a system where the text-book is 
put into the bands of the pupiis as the embodi- 
ment of all there is to be learned of any partic- 
ular subject. teacher likes to hear a lib 
recit u. and enforces the memorizing of the 
text. The Superintendent likes to see his schools 
of one grade all working on the same lessons 
and on same dead level., whether it be in the 
schools tilied with bright, inteiligent learners, 
or in those filled with the produgt of the 1 
and hedges, jhe guttcrs and the garrets. So 
fixes up a course that will cioud the brilliancy 
Se ee and hide the deformities of 

The committee of the Citizens’ Association 
have proposed a change in certain particu- 
lars. Their proposition is in the direction of 
practical and direct instruction at the cost of 
theory. The boys and girls who attend our 
public schools are, with few exceptions, 
those who depend exclusively for their in- 
struction on what they getin those schools, 
For them there is no school beyond. A 
comparatively few reach the high-sehools, 
and only occasionally does ene reach a col- 
lege. Those who attend the public schools 
obtain all their schooling there, and the time 
that they have for learning in these schools 
is so short that the teaching ought to be as 
practical as possible. 
wait for slower pupils. They should be 
advanced in all they learn as fast as 
such advancement is needed. When a boy 
or girlinaciass exhibits excellence in any 
one study he should have an opportunity to 
enter a higher class in tha study, no matter 
how much behindhand he may be in the 
other studies of the higher grade. All chil- 
dren are not alike in memory, quickness, 
and ability, but those who excel in any stand- 
ard study should be given an opportunity to 
advance in that branch as fast as they can, 
and not be compelled to wait for the fifty or 
sixty schélars of the same general grade to 
catch up with them. The great reform needed 
is that the pupils who have but one, two, or 
three years to attend school should have 
every opportunity to learn all they can in 
that limited time, and should not be repressed 
or tied down in all things because slow or 
deficient in some things. 

While any change is sure to meet with op- 
position from the great body of teachers, 
reform must after all came from them. 
They must themselves extricate the 
schools; they must themselves improve their 
own proficiency by making the schools more 
proficient; they must remember that each 
pupil has a right tothe best education he can 
obtain in the limited time he can go to 
school, and the teachey should do the best he 
can for thatend. It is a false theory that all 
boys and girls are equally quick or equally 
slow in any or all studies, and that they 
must be carried along by platoons without 
reference to their personal ability. 

Instead of tralulng a class of sixty-four 
children under an idea that they will all 
progress alike in all the studies, let the classi- 
ication be by proficiency in each of the 
standard studies. Do not crusn the boy’s 
hopes by having him forever tied to the same 
class and never advanced in one study until 
he equals the whole class in all, and until

WILL THE POPE LEAVE ROME! 

Rumors are again flying thick and fast in 
Europe that the Pope intends q 
and Italy also. The French Bishops re- 
cently visited the Vatican, and had several 
interviews with the Holy Father, returned 
home indeed with a strong impression to 
that effect which they gathered from their 
conversation with him. 

In the absence of any atthoritative an- 
nouncement of his purposés, the most that 
can be said perhaps is that such a step is 
clearly within the limits of the probabilities 
growing out of the Increasing antagonism 
between the political and elerical power in 
Italy. Of course there are many reasons why 
the Pope may remain for some time yet in 
Rome, chief among them the theory ef the 


the Church can be exercised. This, 
however, is only a sentimental theory, 
and should the present antagonism become 
unendurable, the theory would be flung to 
the winds, and the reality of an exodus to a 
safer locality would take its plaee. 

On the other hand, it is notorious that the 
lot of the Pope is not a very pleasant one, 
and that the efforts of the Government to 
carry out the guarantees ate extremely diffi- 
cult, for the radical Italians can annoy both 
the Pope and the Government with their of- 
fensive demonstrations, as they have done 
several times of late, with comparative im- 
punity. The presence of a power in their 
midst which is irreconcilable with them 
and with the prineiples of modern progress 
and the widest degree of liberty is a difii- 
culty which is not only great at present, 
but must inevitably increase, for the 
people of Italy cannot, if they would, 
take a step backward. If they cannot retrace 
their steps towards the Chureh, and the 
Church will not advance towards them, then 
sooneyg or later there must come a collision, 
or ond or the other must get out of the way. 
The retreat of the Pope may not occur imme- 
diately, but it must come ere long unless he 
is willing to abjure all idea of temporal 
power and confine himself exclusively to his 
spiritual functions, 

In the event of such an exodus, rumor is 
also busy with the future locality of the Pope 
and his new Vatican. The Pali Mull 
Gazette and some other prominent Euro- 
pean journals seem te have abandoned 
Malta and settled upon Salzburg as the 
place where he will be likely to settle. There 
are many inducements in the place itself 
which might be likely to attract him. It is 
situated in the Duchy of Salzburg, in Upper 
Austria, with Styria, Carinthia, Tyrol, and 
Bavaria, all strong Catholie provinces, for 
neighbors. Its situation is one of the finest 
and most picturesque in all Europe. It lies 
on one bank of the River Salzbach, and is 

uilt in a defile formed by several hills. It 

as three grand cathedrals, and fifteen other 
Catholic places of worship; is the residence 
of an Archbishop, and contains a theological 
faculty and seminary for priests, The Duchy 
itself owes its origin to a Bishopric. It was 
afterwards raised to an arehiepiseopal see. At 
one time its Archbishop was Legate of all 
Germany, and as late as 1731 all the Protest- 
ants in its limits were expelled by the Arch- 
bishop Leopold Anthony for refusing to be- 
come Catholics. All its traditions, associa- 
tions, and memories, therefore, are connected 
with the Church, and from its remarkable 
natural situation, and its locality as the centre 
of the strongest Catholic portion of Europe, 
it offers the Pope a sure retreat from his cn- 
emies without and within. Alluding to the 
possibility of his going there, the Pall Mali 
Gazette says:

Their very dramatic quality and bright melo- 
dlousness have commended and will always 
commend them to lovers of the Italian school. 

The announcement, therefore, that a pos- 
thumous work of his has been discovered 
will create unusual interest, not alone in the 
musical world of Italy, bat wherever his 
music is admired—and where is it not? The 
opera is entitled the “Duca d’Alba,” thé 
libretto being by Soribe, who furnished 
Meyerbeer and other composers with so many 
stories for musical illustration. It consists 
of four acts, including altegether twenty 
four scenes. The overture is wanting, but 
its theme is indicated in the opening chorus, 
as well as the tone and poiat for raising the 
curtain. The first act is entire with the ex- 
ception of the dance music, of which there 
is no trace. The second act is.a little im- 
perfect. The third is without instruments 
tion, but the bass is always written, and 
there are indications for the lusttruments, so 
that the accompaniments can be easily filled 
in. In the fourth act, the music of the first 
scene is gone; in the second scene the in- 
strumentation is imperfect; and in the third 
there is only a musical idea which is 
intimated on the margin of the libretto. 
The last act is also somewhat im- 
perfect. There are eighteen numbers com- 
pletely finished, and for the othefs the 
master has left such clear indications 
that they can easily be completed by 
any skiliful musical writer, so that the opera 
can be presented as the real work of Doni- 
zetti. The authenticity of the work has been 
established by a commission appointed by 
the Council of the Milan Conservatory, who, 
after a careful examination of the opera and 
a comparison of the autograph with the 
original manuscripts of several of Doni- 
zetti’s autographs of various dates, snch as 
the Torquato Tasso,“ “Fausta,” and oth- 
ers, have declared that it is written through- 
out by him. 

It 1s fortunate that the work discovered is 
so complete, for Donizetti was a very rapid 
and careless writer and left many of his 
works in a very fragmentary shave. A 
composer who could write out the score of 
an opera in two days would naturally do 
a great deal of hasty and incomplete 
work, and it is a good instance 
of his facility that, though he died 
while yet a young man, he is 
known to have written more than sixty 
operas, of which we know less than one 
third. ‘In these days, when the music of the 
future is making such encroachments upon 
the Italian music that almost every year one 
or more of the Italian operas are taken out 
of the standard repertory and shelved, itis a 
happy circumstance that some hitherto un- 
known can be unearthed in a condition to be 
mounted upon the stage. A vigorous search 
would anquestionably find still more of 
Donizetti’s works, as well as of Bellini also,

In 
the last tew days it has come to 
his knowledge that Hugh Smith, of 
Dumfries, Scotiand, died about sixty days ago, 
leaving an estate valued at from $6,000,000 to 
$8,000,000, and since his wife is the heir, he is, 
very naturally, interested in knowing what dis- 
position is to be made of the property.

THE DUKE 18 A HARD WORKER,

But it 
the Government commits itself to this doc- 
trine in Ireland, howecan they refuse to 
grant State aid to enable the English and 
Seotch tenants to secure a reduction of 30 
per cent; that is to say, to purchase 
one-third of the landlords' inter- 
est, and, if one-third, why not the 
whole? It is evident that the principle of 
the Irish Land aét is the thin end of a wedge 
that will yet split assunder the whole fabric 
of landed property in these Kingdoms. Farm- 
ers here are at length beginning to realize 
the foolishness and vanity of trying to com- 
pete in wheat-growing with 
THE PRAIRIE FARMS OF THE UNITED STATES. 
But the British farmer is sturdily conserva- 
tive, and will not yield untii absolutely com- 
pelied to do so. Compelied he will be at no 
distant day, and they are wise tenants who 
are turning their wheat-fields into pasture 
and preparing to go into the grazing and 
dairy business. In this new line, of course, 
their profits will not be large, for 
the insatiable Yankee is on hand 
with Texas cattle, cattle reared ow 
land that pays no rent, and cattle in the feed- 
ing of which oil-cake is not a costly factor. 
Still if the Britisn farmer is destined to sur- 
vive at all, this change will afford him at 
least a chance. The reports of the Govern-

THE AGRICULTURL DEPRESSION 
will show that farmers in the grazing coun- 
ties have escaped the wreck and ruin that 
have fallen on the wheat-growing farmers. 
First, because the bad seasons have not in- 
jured them seriously; and secondly, because 
the British bullock is not so hopelesly at the 
mercy of the foreign producer as the British 
quarter of wheat. The Times, the other 
day, admitted that wheat-growing had be- 
come a risky business, and counseled the 
farmer to take to “diversified agriculture.”

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CITIZENSHIP. 


It isto Se Settied by a Mian’s Acts, and 
Not by His Declarations, 

lt would seem at first sight that the question 
of a mau's citizenship, espec.aily if be were an 
American and living all the time here, would be 
easily settled. but Mr. H. W. Bisbop, Master in 
Chancery iu the United States Courts, bas been 
engaged some weeks in hearing evidence to set- 
tle a matter of thisg kind in which William P. 
Watson is the party specially interested. Last 
summer J.C. Short and William P. Watson filed 
a bill in the Circuit Court against the 
New York, New Engiand & Western 
Investment Company charging that they were 
stockholders in the company, who were likely 
to lose their rights unless ussisted by the court, 
and asking to have the company’s affairs wound 
up, ou the ground that it had forfeited its char- 
ter by leaving toe State of Iilinois and iocating 
its office in the City of New York. Soon after 
the case was transferred to the Federal Court 
by the defendant, on the allegation that Wat- 
son, one of the plaintiffs, was a resident of the 
State of New Yours, and that tue suit was sucb 
au controversy between citizens of . dif- 
fereut States as guve the Federal tribu- 
nal jurisdiction. This was disputed, and Judge 
Drummond in August refer the matter to 
Mr. Bishop to take testimouy and report. A 
suppicmevtal bill was also filed w restrain the 
company trom issuing more stock, and it was 
dismissed by Judge Drummond.

A DISASTROUS COLLISION. 


WHE TRON STEAM-BARGE BRUNSWICK RUNS DOWN 
THE SCHOONER CARLINGFORD. 


@pecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Bourrano. N. T.. Nov. 12.—A fatal collision oo- 
curred on Lake Erie this morning between 1 and 
2 0 clock, about twelve miles of Dunkirk.

A Masterpiece in Household Decora- 
tive Work. 

Prof. Borgella, well known here as an artist of 
merit, completed last week what is probably the 
most beautiful and important piece of decora- 
tive work ever executed in this city, and proba- 
biy the most costly as well, the price being 
$2,000.

Some idea of 
its completéness may be formed when it is 
stated that the composition and deoora don of 
these panels occupied Mr. Borgeila constantly 
for six months. The first panel, representing 
Spring, shows the well-known figure of a maid- 
en standing upon a icat while she sips the 
nectar from the cup of a lily. The female fig- 
ures used are of course not original, but they 
are beautifully adapted to the subject. The 
figure in this panel is poised upon a begonia 
loaf, while under and around her is a wreath of 
blue, pink, and white morumg-gleries and other 
delicate spring flowers. Little cupids swing on 
the vines, anda brilliant humming-bird hovers 
over all.

already V. 000 acres of coal-lands in Vinton 
County, Obio. In England no coal is being raised 
from a depth of less than 600 feet, and much of 
itover 1,000 feet, and these Englishmen appre- 
ciate the value of lands from which coal can be 
raised at a depth of less than 10 feet.

Prices 
of dried fruits were aguin weak and unsettied, 
with raisins and citron quoted lower. The iack 
of He. ane ss is ascribed to the continued dull- 
ness of trade. No changes were aeveloped in 
the fish market excepting a decline to $5.10@ 
5. iy trout. Dairy products were inactive and 
weak. There is no demand beyond meeting im- 
mediate wants. There was a light movement 
in oils at generally steady prices. Linseed had 
au advanving tendency, and turpentine was 
beld 2% higher, at 5c. Continued firmness is 
noted in the pig-iron market. Coal is un- 
changed. 


The demand for hay was light, coming princi- 
pally from local buyers. No. 1 timothy ruled at 
a range of $17.00@17.50, some very choice lots 
selling at $18.00. Green fruits were moving 
slowly as usual on Saturday, no change in prices 
being noted. Building materials are a tritie less 
active, though there is still a good trade at rates 
ruling for the past month. Hides are moving 
fairly, but beavy stocks preciude any immediate 
“boom.” Tanners are generally working up 
their stocks very closely in anticipation ot an 
early deciine. Grease and tallow are dull at 
quotanons. Wool is quiet and steady. Seeds 
were quiet for timothy and clover, the former 
being quotabie at $2.58 for prime and the latter 
at $5.00. Flaxseed was weak, sellmg early at 
$1.50, and later at $1.48 fur good crushing deliv- 
ered, 

Grain freights were almost entirely nezlected, 
shippers, most of them. fail.ng to put in an ap- 
pearance. A small engagement (50,000 bu) was 
made for corn to go to Buffalo at 20. 

Tue receipts of wheat reported Saturday at 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, Toledo, and De- 
troit aggregated 64,000 bu and the shipments 
24,000 bu. The shipments from New York, Bai- 
timore, and Philadeiphia were 194,000 bu. 

Some complaint was made Saturday that cer- 
tain packers were in the babit of taxing out the 
overpius weight from the pork sto with 
them, though it may have been sold by other 
parties. it was stated. in answer to inquiry, 
that the packers are belc responsibie for the 
sweetness of the pork, and feel in duty bound 
to overhaul every barrel before sending it out 
to shippers. They take out the overpius as a 
compensation forthe troubie. We know not if 
the practice be authorized by the rules of the 
trade; it certainly is what Beerbohm would call 
“a@ pew feature” in this market, whatever may 
have been the practice eisewhere. 

A dispatch from Michigan states that there is 
a much better demand for flour now than there 
was up to a few dae ago. Buyers seem to have 
got over their scare, which magnified stocks on 
hand,and led them to think for a time that the 
market was going all to p:eces.

LESSER FRIEDBERG. 


He Is Captured and Lecked Up—The 
Penitentiary the Next Stopping 


Place. 

Lesser Friedberg, the notorious, under sen- 
tence to four years in the penitentiary for re- 
ceiving the goods stolen by the murderers of 
Officer Race, was found and arrested sbortly 
after 2 o’cilock yesterday afternoon in the apart- 
ments at No. 429 State street, second floor, of a 
woman who is said to have done washing for the 
Friedberg family. He had been in hiding 
thore ever since yesterday morning, and might 
have been there still had it not been 
for information gathered and given by a 
friend of State’s-Attorney Millis and Detective 
Mosniban. The latter. accompanied by Detect- 
ive Whelan and Detectives Ryan and Lougbiin 
of Central Station, went to the place indicated, 
and by climbing up to a transom saw Friedberg 
sitting toasting bis heels againstastove. The 
door was locked, and as no — was made 
to their repeated knockings, the officers burst 
in the door. Friedberg surrendered at once,

oversanguine or bas made too rosy repre- 
sentations, and it is safe to say that never 
since he brought trouble upon bimself by 
his crooked dealings as a pawnbroker 
bas he felt so much tike breaking down 
completely as be did in that cheeriess cell at the 
Central Station last night. His agony was de- 
picted in bis countenance and every word and 
action, he greatly fears that be will be hur- 
ried away at once to the penitentiary as soon as 
be comes into the hands of the Sheriff. And 
this is just what is likely to bappen to him, for 
the Stat¢s- Attorney. as Friedberg so plaintively 
whines, will show him no mercy.

STRONG AND STEADY. 

The market forthe past week has exhibited 
unusal strength, witha still persistent demand 
for what is not to be had—namely: inside prop- 
erty. The would-be. buyers are plenty, but as it 
takes two to make a bargain, and as the 
party of the second part—the selier—is as scarce 
as heu's teeth, or any otber rare production— 
this particular class of property has been held 
with a tightened grip which only serves to make 
It all the more soughtafter. Indeed, with ref- 
erence to the strictly inside property, in the old 
and somewhat territorially restricted sense 
of the term, there is some doubt whether 
it can be bought for either love 
or money. The fact is, that the Bordens, the 
Fields, the Leiters, and all the other purchasers 
of inside property have bought with the inten- 
tion of holding, and never selling again, and, as 
about everything in the inside, or down-town, 
section bas fallen into the bands of these per- 
manent possessors, the result is that those who 
want to buy property now are obliged to go 
outside the old inside circie, and into a new one. 


The inside circle of today and for the future 
takes in a good deal more vircumference than 
the old one; every successive sale is followed 
by an expansion of the limit, very much 
like chucking a stone inte a pool of water 
sets the placid surface in motion and forms a 
series of concentric rings, ever widening out- 
ward from the centre. The section in and 
around the new Board of Trade Building is now 
part of this new inside circle, and the demand 
for property even there is still so active that it, 
too, will soon cease to mark the limit, and inside 
8 will de still farther from the business 
ntre. 

The speculative movement has been all on the 
Bouth and in the way of acre property. Neariy 
everybody who wants to buy nowadays, either 
for epeculative, railroad. or manufacturing pur- 

wants to buy in the section about which 
30 much bas been said of late—the south and 
east—and in whose future, especially since the 
East Chicago scheme is now generally looked 
upon as a fixed fuct and uo idle dream, real es- 
date, railroad, manufacturing, and financial cir- 
eles are either all more or less interested or 
wishing that they were.

EAST CHICAGO A FACT. 

The first practical step in the East Chicago 
Scheme has been taken, and a project which to 
many peopie has seemed a good deal more of a 
fancy than a fact, is now an established thing. 
The ta'k which bas been indulged in for the past 

‘few months over the sale of the Forsyth tract 
at Sheffieid, Ind., and the mammoth enterprises 
which were tospring from it, were received in 
some quarters With considerable credulity and a 
liberal allowunce of salt. The simple act of re- 
eording a deed and paying over one-third of the 
purchase money has lif ted the project out of 
the domain of fancy into the realm of fact, and 
it would be difficult to find anybody now who 
doesn't admit that East Chicago, and all 
schemes which are wrapped up in its hopeful 
future, are weill enough to tie to for just about 
all they are worth. 

‘The practical step above referred to, and duly 
ehronicied in Taz TRIBUNE at the time, was 
takeu Thursday morning last, when Mr. W. G. 
Green and Mr. Gulliver, of the firm of Alexan- 
der & Green, New York, completed the pur- 
chase of Jacob Forsyth's 8,000-acre tract, just 
across the Lilinois and Indiana State line, on 
which is to be erected the new suburban town 
of East Chicago, which is to be the starting 
point of the Belt-Line Road. The purchasers, 
represeuted by Mr. Green, gave Mr. Forsyth a 
certified check for $333,333.34, being one-third of 
the purchase money—$1.000,000. Mr. Forsyth 
then gave the syndicate—the East Chicago Im- 
provement Company, a New Jersey corpora- 
tion—a deed to the property, and took from them 
a mortgage to secure the notes for the remain- 
derof the purchase money, which are payable 
in one, two, three, four, and five years, 
with the privilege of paying in full at any 
time they see fit within the five years. The 
deed and mortgage were duly recorded by the 
County Clerk of Lake County, Indiandg, the 
same day. and the initial step in a transaction 
involving a round million, and paving the way 
for others which are certain to spring up in con- 
pection with the new community at the foot of 
the lake, was completed. 

For the better informatfon of those who may 
havea somewhat dim and shadowy idea as to 
just what the East Chivago scheme means any- 
bow, it may be just as well to state here and 
now that it contemplates, in the first place, the 
purchase of the Forsyth tract, at the mouth of 
the Calumet River, and the erection of a great 
city at that point. The first part of the scheme 
bas been varied out, and the other will foliow in 
But there are several other things to 
The mouth of the river is to be 
Gredged and a harbor built. The intention then 
is to inaugurate à grand dockage system 
around Wolf Lake, which is to be d 80 as 
to allow ships to sail in it readily.

Iwo companies, here- 
tofore popularly distinguished as the Railroad 
Beit-Line and the Weston Beit-Line. are in- 
terested in the scheme of running this belt line 
from East Chicago ali the way around to Lake

Accord:ng to ex-State Senator Riddle, one of 
the incorporators, the company has been organ- 
ized with a definit purpose in ‘view, and has 
sufficient money to carry out that purpose. The 
company proposes to run a road for the transfer 
of passengers and freight from Montrose, 
around through Jefferson, through the centre of 
Cicero (either east or west of Austin), to Lyons, 
Worth, and Calumet to the west line of Hyde 
Park, and thence to South Chicago. According 
to Mr. Riddle, it has no connection with the 
Western Indiana Beit Line. The contracts for 
the right of way have already been made, and, 
according to Mr. Riddle, the matter will be rap-

IMPORTANT DOWN- TOWN MOVE. 

The leading transaction in rentals during the 
past week was the perfection of arrangements 
by Carson. Pirie, Scott & Co., for opening a large 
retail store on the South Side—a quarter of the 
city in which they have bad none since the fire 
of 1871. After that conflagration they opened a 
store on West Madison street, and have ever 
since retained it as their principal retail estab- 
lishment, their wholesale beaaquarters only be- 
ing on this side of the river. For some time they. 
bave been contemplating returning to the South 
Side, and, as is known, bad secured the building 
now occupied by Marshall Fieid & Co., but were 
induced by the tempting bonus of $100.000 to 
give it up to its present and former occupants. 
Since then they have been looking around for a 
satisfactory piace in the centre of the city, and 
have at last secured one in what is known 
as the Pike Building, on the southwest 
corner of State and Monroe streets. A 
few years ago it would have been 
considered absurd to move so far south from the 
then business centre, but the steady progress of 
the retail dry goods trade down State street in- 
dicates that Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co.'s new es- 
tablishment will, before many months, be in the 
centre of the retail business secuon instead of 
toward its southern extreinity. 

This building, which until some two years ago 
belonged to Mr. Eugene S. Pike, formerly of 
Cincianati, but for some years back a large 
property-owner in this city, is now owned by 
Mr.-Ayers, of Lowell, Mass., and has been occu- 
pied for some time, on the ground floor, by Mat- 
son, the jeweler. In the upper stories several 
urtists, poysicians, and others have found quar- 
ters. The dry goodstirm bas. obtained a ten- 
years’ lease of the whole building, and will take 
possessiun Ma l, paying an annual 
rental of $37,500 according to one author- 
ity, and $40.00. according to  anotber, 
and making their own improvements. 
It is understood that at first only the ground, 
second, and third floors will be used for the 
store, and that the fourth and fifth floors will be 


.rented out as offices until such time as the 


growth of the store business demands adai- 
tional room. In order to fit up the lower 

for the purposes of a store, it will be uecessary 
to tear out all the parcitions and make other 
important changes. The leases of the preseut 
tenants will all expire May 1, 1882, with the ex- 
ception of Clapp & Co.’s, which runs until May 
1. 1884, and which the dry-goods firm will prob- 
ably buy out. The tenants above the third floor 
will bardly be disturbed for some little time 
yet. The rent seems rather high, but is simply 
another indication of the southward movement 
of the business centre and of the natural in- 
crease in rentals due thereto. 

The Pike Building, or, as it is now called. the 
Ayer Building, is a very large and very showy 
stone structure, built by Mr. Pike immediately 
after the fire of 1871. About thetime of the 
panic it was sold to the present owner, Mr. Ayer, 
the great pill man, who contemplates adding 
two additional stories to it next spring, making 
it seveu stories higb. 


THE CABLE ROAD. 

The few bright days of last week allowed the 
workmen on the State street cable road to ac- 
complish a good deal, and the progress made is 
quite marked, especially on the section south of 
Twenty-second street. During the week 
ground bas deen broken on Lake street 
and Wabash avenue, and now work is 
being done on three sections of the down-town 
belt. The track on State street between Madi- 
son street and Central Music-Hall Building bas 
been completed, and the concrete is in as far 
north as Lake street, the concrete-mixer be- 
ing stationed just north of Randolpu street. 
The company has only been able to obtain the 
right of way for a single track on Wabash ave- 
nue and Lake street, and the idea of allowing 
the West Side and Wabash avenue cars to make 
the circuit on the belt has been abandoned. The 
Madison and Ogden avenue cars will run down 
the east track and up the west track on State 
street, and the Wabash avenue cars will run the 
same way. There is a switch on Wabash avenue 
just south of Madison street, and when the Mad- 
ison street side ot the belt is torn up the Wabash 
avenue cars will turn there. 

On Lake street, between State and Wabash 
avenue, the iron yokes and tracks have been 
laid, and on Wabash avenue, from Lake to 
Washington streets, the same thing has been 
done. Ohannels are being cut for the track to 
Madison street on Wabash avenue. During the 
coming week the double curve at the intersec- 
tion of Madison and State streets will be put in 
place. The iron superstructure over the Madi- 
son street excavation has been nearly com- 
pleted, and the tracks to Monroe street are 
ready for the pavers. From Monroe street to 


Twenty-first the tracks bave been completed, 
and the iron superstructure over the Archer- 
avenue excavation is being put in. The tracks 
between Twenty-first and Twenty-second streets 
are ready for che pavers, and the Twenty-second 
street excavation is being rapidly covered over. 

At the engine-house the machinery is nearly 
all in position, and all of the heavy iron cogs 
and shafts have been putup. The large pulley- 
whecis for the cable are being put in the ex- 
cavation, and the tracks are being laid over the 
iron superstructure. Mr. Holmes’ confidential 
man bas just returned from Pittsburg, where he 
has been laying down the law to the iron 
founders, and the iron is now being rapidly 
shipped. In the workshops the frames of forty 
a ory have been constructed, and they will 

ready for the ruad very shortly. 


South of Twenty-second street the west track | 


bas beeu completed to Twenty-ninth street, tne 
concrete isin to Thirty-second street, the iron 
work is in place to Thirty-third rect. and the 
channel is dug to Thirty-fou street. The 
east track has been compieted from Twenty- 
secund to Twenty-fourth street, the iron work is 
in place to Twenty-fifth street, and the channel 
is dug to Twenty-sixth street. Thecars run on 
the west track to Twenty-sixth street and on 
the east track to Thirty-third street, with 
switches at intervals. 

The city pavers are getting along very weil. 
The first gang reached Archer avenue yester- 
day, mak a perfect street north of that point.

sixth streets. The third gang bas paved 
street from Thirty-first to Thirty-fifth street. A 
fourth gang will be put on the street Monday to 
pave from Twenty-secoud to Twenty-third 
streets.

BUILDING. 

Frank S. Waters, a member of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, and of the firm of F. 8. Waters 
& Co., heads the syndicate of Board of Trade 
men mentioned in last Sunday’s TRIBUNE as 
baving leased the Brown estate lot on Clark 
street, running through to Pacific avenue, for 
which they agree to pay the sum of $63,000 
rentul for ninety-nine years, or $7,000 yearly, in 
advance. The parties leasing are to pay all 
taxes and assessments. The papers bave been 
duly drawn and piaced on record, and the frst 
year’s rent paid in advanee. It is the intention 
of the syndicate to erect a fire-proof banking 
and oflice building six stories high, with four of 
Hale's superior elevators,and many of the ad - 
vantages of courts and lights now shown to 
great advantage in the Borell Building in New 
Kork will be introduced. Heating and veutilat- 
ing apparatus of recent patents will be one of 
the chief studies of the architects. The esti- 
mated cost of the structure is $185,000, and when 
finished will be one of the chief ornaments to 
the locality in and around the new Board of 
Trade.

STREET AND OTHER IMPROVE- 

MENTS. 

The disbursements on the West Washington 
street improvements for October amounted to 
$10,019. 

The city will lay out some $1,500 in replanking 
the Canal-street approach to the Polk-street 
viaduct. 

The citizens of South Chicago have petitioned 
the Hyde Park Board of Trustees for a bridge 
across the Calumet Kiver at One-Hundredth 
street. 

The assessment-roll in the case of the City vs. 
Exceie, for widening Cottage Grove avenue 
from Thirty-seventh street to Egan avenue, has 
been withdrawn by the city. and parties intend- 
ing to le objections need not do 80, as no at- 
tempt will be made at this term of court to con- 
firm the assessment. 

The Couneil Committee on Streets and Alleys, 
West Division, has ignored the remonstrances 
against the improvement of Twenty-second 
streot and the opening of Gurley street, recom- 
mended the repeal of the ordinance for repair- 
ing Western avenue from West Chicago avenue 
to West Division street, and will report favor- 
ably on the ordinance for the improvement of 
Jefferson, from West Madison to West Van u- 
ren street, and West Monroe, from Canal to 
Loomis street, and for the openmg of Union 
trom Lumber street to the Souto Brune. 

The Michigan avenue improvement has been 
ecopsiderably delayed by the bad weather. The 
excavation of the driveway from Twenty-sixth 
to Twenty-ninth street bus beeu completed. the 
gravel spread to Twenty-üttu street, except on 
the asphalt blocks, the flag walks laid to Thirty- 
first street, with the exception of some small 
openings, the granit-biuck gutters laid to Twen- 
ty-fifth street, and the curbing set to Toirty- 
third street. The planting of trees was com- 
weoced during the past week at Park row. 

‘The recent improvements at the South Parks 
have been numerous and Sppertant, including 
the excavation of the lake at Wasnington Park, 
the formmg ot the siopes, the extension ot 
the Lafayette embankment, ete.

The prohibition on the 3:30 or fast train was 
not somuch of a hardship, as a dummy train 
followed shortly after, which makes ail stops, 
but the 5:15 comes between the 340 and 5:45 
trains, and has been a great accommodation to 
a number ot patrons, who have been able to 


reach home thirty minutes sooner than they | 


wijl now be able to do. A short time ego the 
Rock Island Company shortened up the time of 
one of its suburban trains by cutting off ail 
stops between Englewood and Chicago except 
Twenty-second, Thirty-ninth, and Forty-sev- 
enth streets, much to inconvenience of many 
former patrons. 

The phange was made, it is claimed, to en- 
hance d increase the sales of Morgan Park 
and Blue Island property belonging to some of 
the managers of that road. Another cause of 
complaint on these suburban trains is 
scarcity of cars and seating-room. It is almost 
a daily oceurrenee on at least one of these trains 
that enough peopie are required to stand to fill 
two or three cars if provided. Many ot the 
patrons of this road have become so completely 

isgusted that they say they will not patronize 
the road when they can find accommodations 
elsewhere. 

These companies are continually encroachin 
upon the streets of the towns through whic 
they pass, and endangering the lives and limbs 
of men, women, and children who have occa- 
sion to cross their numerous tracks. Their 
trains and empty cars obstruct the street- 
crossings and hinder and delay traftic to a seri- 
ous extent at Forty-third, Forty-seventh, Fifty- 
first, Fifty-fifth, Fifty-ninth, Sixty-first, and 
Sixty-third streets, and still they are reaching 
out for more room. The desirability of Engie- 
wood as a place of residence is being diminished 
instead of increased, while the accomodations 
for reaching it have not materially improved. 
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The Hennepin Canal, which will be of vast im- 
portance to Chicago and the whole Northwest if 
it is ever built, promises to cut a considerable 
figure at the coming session of Congress. A 
meeting of § the lilinois and Iowa 
branches of the Canal Commission 
appointed by the Davenport Convention of last 
May, and the friends of the movement gener- 
ally, including Senator Logan and Congressmen 
Farweil, Aldrich, and Henderson, was held 
Thursday afternvon at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
for consultation in connection with the prepara- 
tion of the case for Congress. The fact that the

Senator n exp himself as 
heartily in favor of the canal. and promised to 
give it bis sympathy and his earnest codperation. 
He further made the timely sugges that, 
in the popular agitation of the ques- 
tion, the necessity of submitt to 
a vote of the people of linois 
the question of surrendering the Illinois & 
Michigan Canal to the General Government iu 
order to form a connection with the at lakes, 
must not fora moment be lost sight of. Congress- 
men Farwell, Aldrich, and Henderson gave the 
— 5 their unqualitied support, and Mr. Jesse 

paiding assured the triends of the movement 
that Chicago would not be at all backward io its 
udvocacy of the scheme. It was finally decided 
to call no more conventions, but to settle down 
to business without any further delay, and pre- 
pare the case for Congress. A full meeting of 
the Commission for that purpose will be held in 
this city Nov. 29, at which time the members are 
expected to be prepared with indorsements of 
the project by as many public bodies in their 
reepective States as possible. The com- 
mittee appointed at the Davenport Con- 
vention to prepare a memorial to Congress 
is also expected to report on that date. it was 
further decided to call upon the Chicago Board 
of Trade to appoint a committee of three to act 
in conjunction with the commission. The proj- 
ect now has a strong support both East and 
West, and the contemplated move on Copgress 
promises to amount to something. 


ITEMS. 

The next sale at the Real Estate Exchange is 
to take place Nov. 30. 

The old Armory lot on Franklin street is still 
unsold. One bid of $110,000 was received for it 
last week, and auother effort is to be made by 
the Mayor and Controller to dispose of it to the 
city’s advantage. An offer of $125,000 bas since 
been made, and it is thought that $150,000 will be 
taken out of the dirt yet. 

The application of Armour, Dole & Co. for 
permission to erect an elevator of 2,000,000 
bushels capacity on Sixteenth street and Oakley 
avenue for the temporary storage of corn has 
stirred up no end of discussion both in and out 
of the Council, where it now hangs fire. The 
argument of those who are opposed to granting 
the permission is that if it be a violation of the 
fire ordinance to put up atwo-story shanty, it is 
a good deal more of a violation to erect a tower 
ing frame elevator. It is likely that there will 
be several talking-matches in the Council be- 
fore the matter is decided. 

Two new public-school build are just 
about completed, and will be opened next wonth 
—the Sheridan and the West Jackson. The for- 
mer is on the southeast corner of Wallace and 
Twenty-seventb streets. It will be opened Nov. 
28 with enough pupils to fill twelve or thirteen 
rooms (sixty-tbree in a room), and with gram- 
mar grades up to the seventh. This school will 
relieve the Mosie „ Ward, Holden, and Wallace- 
Street Schoois. e other new school is on West 
Jackson street, near California avenue. It will 
open in December or about Jan. 1. It will not 
be full, but will relieve the King School and the 
Hayes a very littie, and will do away with the 
Warren altogether. The latter is an old frame 
structure, built before that territory was within 
the city Limits. Each of these schools cost about 

30,000. They are built of common red brick, 
have fifteen rooms each, are well lighted, and 
are heated by steam. 

The underground cable ordinance, introduced 
into the Council last Monday by Ald. Cullerton, 
while ostensibly designed to put a stop to the 
annoyance occasioned by tearing up a street 
after the cable is once down, is suspected of be- 
ing intended for a somewhat deeper purpose. 
The curious provisions of the ordinance and the 
interpretation which might be placed upon them 
have given rise to the suggestion that the ordi- 
nance, if passed, would be very apt to nullify 
the Council's direction that no more poles shail 
be strung on wires, and that, within a certain 
time, the present poles and wires must all come 
down, The Western Union is Still 
opposed to the  no-pole-and-ali-under- 
ground system, and, it is intimated, 
might find several things in the new ordinance 
which under a friendly interpretation would be 
vastiy to its liking. One provision of the ordi- 
nance, moreover, seems to be a direct slap at the 
Mutual Union, which under a possible construc- 
tion of the language used might find itself in 
the predicament of having to give up the wires 
it had already laid, and to build a permanent 
conduit instead of — allowed to repair the 
break. The ordinance is likely to receive con- 
siderabie discussion and ventilation both before 
and when it comes up for passage. ; 

An inspection of the Field Books” at the 
office of the inspector of Buildings, according to 
the Washington Repuilican, shows primarily 
that more than 450 dwelling-bouses are in proc- 
ess ot construction or being rebuilt in Wasoing- 
ton at the pregynt time. The demand for new 
houses more than keeps pace with 
their construction, showing a steady 
and permanent gain in population. The num- 
ber of fine residences and of the better class of 
houses for sale or rent, that are included in 
those in process of construcuon, points to the 
fact that the city is being sought as a home by 
men of wealth and culture. Forty-one of the 
new dwelling- houses being erected in the nortb- 
west section of the city represent an aggregated 
estimated cost of $562,000. It is safe to assume 
that the actual cost of construction will exceed 
that sum. and that when completed these houses 
will be found to have cost something near 
$1,000,000. Prominent among these are the 
houses being buiit by the Hon. James G. Biaine, 
Col. Jerome Bonaparte, the Hon. George N. 
Robeson, the Hon. Stanley Matthews, the Hon. 
William Windom. Maj. J. B. Ferguson, Geo. W. 
B. Hazen, the Hon. G. H. Pendleton, and Senator 
C. H. Van Wyck.

New von. Nov. 10.—About this time last 
year New York was agitated by the proposed pro- 
duction of the Passion Play of Mr. Salmi 
Morse. Quotations from that work convinced 
us we lost nothing from a literary standpoint by 
the suppression of his piece; and on Monday 
night we were enabied to understand the extent 
of our escupe, when the Doctor of Lima,” the 
last effort of this remarkable man, was brought 
out at the Union Square by Mme. Janauschek. 

it is doubtful if anything like it was ever seen 
before, and it is unlikely that any one who wit- 
nessed it willever willingly see anything like it 
again. 

The scene is laid in Lima, Peru, and the first 
act is taken up by an abstruse conversation 
between the Doctur and some friends, in which 
Darwin, Tyndall, Kant, and the rest ofthem are 
laid out cold. So much solid science and so many 
big words were crowded into this protracted 


chinning match that we were glad to hear the 
dismal! passing bell which tolled for the funeral 
of the heroine as the curtain fell on the first act. 

As it rose on the secoed a strong smell of car- 
bolic acid struck us from bebind the scenes—a 
realistic detail no doubt, for at the right was a 
table covered with botties of medicine, on the 
left a table gleaming with a case of surgical in- 
struments, at the back a tuble sustaining an 
electrical battery, and in the centre the corpse 
whose funeral beils we bad heard in the first 
act. This cheerful set raised the spirits of the 
house almost to hilarity. The Doctor soliloquizes 
in chunks of metaphysical philosopy, and, finally 
growing weary of his own eloquence, he 
tokes a survey of his “subject.” ere 
be discovers limpness and non-rigidity of the 
ears; he calls his housekeeper and avnounces 
his intention of experimenting on the body; 
selects with care a gleaming lancet from his 
chest of tools; a basin and bandage is brougnt, 
and be makes believe open a vein. This device 
is ridiculed by the grim King of Terrors, and the 
Doctor bethinks him of the battery; the servant 
grinds the organ while the Doctor travels over 
the breast and stomach of the deceased with the 
magnetic instrument. In one of its laps the 
battery meets a response; the subject wriggies: 
more pe to the housekeeper’s elbow; more 
electric current; more excitement; more wab- 
bling and wriggling of the body, and with a rush 
the tide of life tiows back, the corpse cries out 
“I am hungry’; an interesting conversahon 
ensues, the w asking a multitude 
ot questions, the subject making but one reply: 
“Tam hbungry.” We ufterward learn she was 
starved to death, and the eniy relicof the Eu- 
giish language which clings to her through her 
trip to the other world, and is brought back as 
lingual baggage, is the sad sentence, ** 1 ain hun- 
gry.’ On the tableau of the Doctor endeavoring 
to teach ber some words likely to better please 
her board housekeeper the curtain touched 
the floor for the second time, and every man 
sprang up with the pitiful cry, I am thirsty,” 
and rusbed for neighboring barrooms. 

The playbills made no mention of any lapse of 
time between the second and third acts, so the 
returning imbibers felt anxious about their 
mental condition when

The finale of this eccentric play shows hus-

THE JEFFERSONS. 

The second volume of the American Actor 
Series” is asketch of the stage history of the 
Jefferson family by William Winter, an appar- 
ently inexhaustible producer of literary work. 
The first of the series was Barrett's life of 
Edwin Forrest. The story of the Jefferson fam- 
ily is an interesting one, and will always occupy 
a prominent place in the annais of the stage. 
For five generations it has been continuously 
before the footlights. Jefferson the First (1728- 
1807) had his career in Engiand. Jefierson the 
Second (1774-1882) was famous in the days of the 
old Chestnut Street Theatre, Philadelphia, “ an 
institution which bas never been equalled for 
dignity, for intellectual resources, or for splen- 
cor of associations, in the history of the stage 
in America.“ Jefferson the Third (1804-1842) did 
not attain.to exceptional eminence. Jefferson 
the Fourth dee is Rip Van Winkle, and 
Jefferson the Fifth is his son. Other members 
of the Jefferson tamily—as the sister of Jeffer- 
son the Third, his wife Mrs. C. F. Burke, and bis 
stepson, Charles S. T. Burke—are commemo- 
rated here, and mention is made in fact of ali the 
members of this talented family who have at 
any time appeared in public. With the history 
of the stage Mr. Winter is thorougbly familiar, 
and is especially well-equipped for writing such 
a work as this. He tells his story pleasantly, 
writes currente calamo, and intersperses in his 
biographical record incidents, anecdotes, and 
gossip which render the volume entertaining 
reading. 

Of all the Jeffersons, the Fourth is the great- 
est, and his fame serves to ennobie bis au- 
cestors. Tomas Jefferson the First was the son 
of an English farmer, “a frolicsome companion, 
a capital horseman, and a general favorit.” 
Garrick took a fancy to him, and, following his 
advice, Jefferson went on the stage. His first 
appearance so far as is known was as Heratio in 
“The Fair Peniteut,”’ at the Haymarket, Lon- 
don. He was at times manager and actor, in 
1758 went to Ireland, and in 1760 assumed the 
management of the theatre at Plymouth, with 
which his name was ever after associated. As 
an actor he ranked among the first—with Barry 
in comedy and excelling Macklin in tragedy. In 
the course of the twenty-five years during which 
he acted at odd intervals iu Drury Lane he was 
seen in fifty-nine characters. On the provincial 
stage, and when be had become a manager, he 
acted everything from Hamlet to the Sleeding 
Soldier. This Jefferson was married two or 
three times, and had several children. He was 
on the stage nearly sixty years, his last appear- 
ance being in Aaron Hill's tragedy of Zara as 
the dying monarch Lusignan. 

Jefferson the second was born at Plymouth in 
1774. He was trained for the stage bx his par- 
ents, and made his first appearance at the 
Piymouth Theatre at un earty age. Owing to 
some disagreements with his stepmother he 
cmigrated to America in 1705 and became a 
member of Powell's company at the Boston 
Theatre, with a promise of a salary of $li a 
week. His first appearance, however, owing to 
Powell's bankruptcy, was at the John Street 
Theatre in New York, as Squire Richard in“ The 
Provoked Husband." After remaining with 
this theatre two years Jefferson went to the 
Park with a salary of $23 a week, and was 
there tHe leading low comedian. He married 
the daughter of his landlady, who was also an 
actress. Jetferson’s conspicuous “ hits appear 
to have been made in old men. Au anecdote 
told by himself attests his success in this line. 
A sympathetic old lady called at the theatre with 
a subscription list to entreat the managers 
to withdraw that poor oid Mr. Jefferson from 
the stage. It struck her that it would be an act 
of Christian charity to remove so aged an actor 
from public life, and to provide for him. 
Cooper, who was connected with the theatre, 
told ber such ascheme had ioug been in con- 
templation, and that the managers would giadly 
cOoperate in any effort to ameliorate the hard- 
ships of the aged Jefferson's condition. She was 
delighted. Just then Jefferson entered, and 
Cooper iatroduced him to the lady, styling her 
his kind friend and protector, who had so chari- 
tably undertaken to tind dim a home. Her 
amazement at seeing a slender, handsome young 
fellow of 26 instead of a senile mummy was ex- 
cessive. She tore ber subscription paper in 
pieces, and gave up ber charitabie undertaking. 
After the year 1503 Jefferson's life became iden- 
tiied with the Chestnut Street Theatre, 
then under the management of the 
famous actress, Mrs. Wignell, first 
known in London as Anne Brunton. 
Jetferson’s first appearance was made as Dun 
Manuel in Cibber's She Would and She Would 
Not.“ Mr. Ludlow says of his acting that there 
was init “a perfection of delineation I have 
scidom, if ever, seeu in any other comedian of 
bis line of character; not the least attempt at 
exaggeration to obtain applause, but a natural- 
ness and truthfulness that secured it without 
the appearance of any extraordinary efforts 
from him. The nearest approacù to his style is 
that of his grandson of the same name.“ Jeffer- 
son's forte was in low or eccentric comedy. and 
he acted in over 20 different characters. He 
died at Harrisburg in 1882, and it is remembered 
that in tue burial service the clergyman altered 
the text of the ritual to mark his disapproval of 
tne dead man’s profession. 

Jetlerson the third was born at Philadelphia 
in 1804. His name appears on the play-bilis of 
thé Chestnut Street Theatre us early as 1814, and 
in 1824 be was a member of the Chatham Garden 
Theatre in New York. In 12:6 be married an 
actress, Mrs. Thomas Burke, and for a time 
acted as his futhber’s manager. He was also a 
capubie scene-painter. He ieft the New York 
Stage in 1537, brought his family to Chicago, 
where his brother-in-law, Alexander Mackenzie, 
lived, and then truveicd through the West and 
South. It is told of him that. when managing ia 
Washington, he wanted Edwin Forrest to act, 
and was so poor that he had to walk to Bulti- 
more (forty miles) to solicit him. He became a 
good actor of oid men, very like his father 
in personal appearance. He was easy-going, 
gyod-natured, and ambitious. Having be- 
come a Dankrupt, a friend went to 
cheer him up, and found him “ sitting 
composedly in a sbady nook on the bank of the 
Schuylkill, bugming a Dieasant air and sketcb- 
ing a tumbie-down mill on the opposit shore.” 
When bis visitor expressed bis asionishment at 
findmg him so cheerful; Not at all,“ said Jef- 
ferson; “i have lost_everything, and 1 am so 
poor now that 1 ly cannot afford to let any- 
2 worry we.” His death occyrred suddenly 
at Mobile, Ala, Nov. 24, 1842, of YRllow- fever. 

To Jefferson the fuurth—he who but lately 
filled a week's engagement at McVicker's Thea- 
tre in this city—Mr. Winter devotes consider- 
able space. ith the main features of bis most 
successful career all are more or less familiar. 
He was born at Philadeipuia, Feb. 2, 1429, 
and bis tirst appearance on stage 
was when brought on in ua bag by 
Thomas D. Rice as Jim Crow. In 1837. when 
8 gears of age. he appeured upon 
the stage at the Franklin Theatre, New York, in 
a sword combat personating a young Pirate. He 
came to Chicayo with his parents, and for 
tweive years traveled with them, making bis 
reappearance at Chanfrau’s National Theatre 
as Jack Rackbottle in “ Jonathan Bradford” in 
154. In 1866 he made bis frst trip to Europe to 
study acting, and on bis return the same year 
became one of Laura Keene's company at ber 
new theatre, now pulled down to make way for 
business houses. Aug. 31. 1957, he made a hit 
as Dr. Panyloss, and in October his acting of Asa 
Trenchard m “Our American Cousin,” with 
Sothern, Milnes Levick, Couidock, Peters, Laura 
Keene, Mary Wells, Effie Germon. and otheis in 
the cast, made bim famous. In 1859 be 
joined Boucicault’s company at the Winter 
Garden Theatre, and appeared as Caleb Plum- 
mer, Mr. Hunt Jog

York, the comedian appeared as Rip. Aug. 
31, 1868, be came out at McVicker’s Theatre, 
Chicago. His most remarkable e ment was 
in New York, when from Aug. 15, 1870, to Jan. 7. 
18f1, he played nothing but Rip Van Winkle. 
From 1875 to 1877 he tilled engagements in En- 
Ee. and in October, 1877, at Booth's ‘Theatre, 

began another successful tour of the United 
States with Rip for the attraction. In the au- 
tumn of 1880 he effected a brilliant revival of 
“The Rivals” at the Arch Street Theatre, 
Philadeiphia. During the past fifteen years 
the only characters he has acted have been 
Asa Trenchard, Caleb Plummer, Dr. Pangloss, 
Dr. Ollapod, Bob Brierly, Mr. Golightly, Tobias 
Short-Cut, Hugh De Brass, Tracy Coach, Rip Van 
Winkle. and Bob Acres. Mr. Jefferson has been 
twice married. His first wife was a Miss Lock- 
yer. who left the stage on ber marriage, His 
second marriage occurred at Chicago in 1867. 
Miss Sarah Warren was the bride. 

At one of Jefferson's performances of Rip in 
Charleston be had reacbed the first scene of the 
third act, and was slowly and painfully raising 
himself from the earth. The whole house was 
hushed in anxious-suspense. At this moment 
the heavy, floundering tread of a drunken man 
was beard in the gallery. He descended 
in the centre aisle, reached the frout 
row, and gazed upon the stage. Then, 
suddenly, was heard his voice—distinctly 
audible throughout the theatre—the voice of in- 
terested curiosity, tipsy gravity, and a good- 
natured thirst for knowledge: ** What the h—'s 
that old idiot tryin’ to do?’ 

Jefferson the Fifth is the third son of Joseph 
Jefferson by his first wife, and was born in 1857. 
He was educated abroad, and made his first pro- 
fessional appearance at Edinburg in the char- 
acter of Coccles, in Rip Van Winkle,” in 1877. 
In 1880 de was engaged at Wallack's Theatre, 
New York, for the part of. Anatole, in * A Serap 
ot Paper.’’ He now plays Fag, in The Kivals,”’ 
and is the husband vf Eugenia Paul, in the 
same company. Summing up, then, Mr. Winter 
regards the first Jeiferson as a thorough actor 
of the school of Garrick, and almost as good as 
its founder: the second Jefferson was the 
finest comedian of the age in which 
he lived; the third as an actor was 
perveless and coloriess, while in the fourth 
there is an obvious union of the salient quali- 
ties of his ancestors. .. With him begins a 
new school of comedy, higber though not finer 
than any that was ever before known on 
the English-speaking stage. No name 
throughout the teeming annals of artin the 
nineteenth. century bas shown with a more 
genuine lustre, or can be more proudly and con- 
ndently committed to the remembrance and es- 
teem of posterity.” 


HAVERLY’S THEATRE. 

The dramatic spectacie in five acts and twelve 
tableaux, entitled “ Michael Strogoff,”’ and 
adapted from the Frency by A. R. Cazauran, has 
drawn very large bouses at Haverly’s Theatre 
all the week. Asa spectacular play it is well 
worth seeing. The costumes look handsomely, 
the different tableaux are effective and strik- 
ing, the ballets are novel in construction, and 
the piece introduces upon the stage a very large 
number of supernumeraries as soidiers, peas- 
Ants, and the like. The piece now runs very 
smoothly, and the waits between the acts are 
neither long nor tedious. The play itself ad- 
heres with considerabie fidelity to the original 
story of the astounding adventures of the 
“Courier of the Czar” as told by that graceful 
romancer, Mr. Jules Verne. Michael Strogof 
suffers the most terrible misfortunes on his 
journey from Moscow to Irktuzk, but in the 
end reaps the reward of perilous duty success- 
fully performed. Naturally, the play itself 
as 1 piece of dramatic construc- 
tion has little intrinsic merit, and is 
commendable only as affording an opportunity 
for striking scenic effects and the introduction 
of a well disciplined corps de ballet. These 
features are made the most of inits present pro- 
duction, and appear to be thorougbly enjoyed 
by its audiences. *“ Michaeli Strogoff will be

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

After a prosperous standstill of two weeks’ 
duration, “The World moved on and off the 
stage at McVicker’'s last night.

HOOLEY’S THEATRE. 

Mr. and Mrs. McKee Rankin have not been re- 
markably successtul with their new play of 
miner life called Forty- nine.“ Nor was there 
any particular reason why they sbould have 
been.

A Booming Profession in Spite of 
the City Ordinances. 


Who They Are, What They Are Paid, 
and What They Do. 


Sketches of Some of the Veterans ¥ 
the Noble Army. 


Every issue of Tae Trisuns for a month or 
more has contained under the head of wants 
from one to a half dozen advertisements tor 
plano- players. and semi-occasionally the same 
“ads” appear in other daily publications. The 
“ads” are often curious productions, which 
the reader does not always peruse attentively, 
but there is nevertheless a tund of information, 
wit, and humor to be obtained from them. Here 
some jeweler has for sale a watch, and he 
advertises it as if it belonged at some 
time or other to a’ solid gold, open-faced 
lady, and over yonder your neighbor 
is perhaps giving you the first intimation that 
his wife has left his bed and board without just 
cause, and that be will no longer be responsible 
for debts contracted by her.“ In the “ instruc- 
tion column one is admonished to seek a busi- 
ness education in the topmost story of some 
down-town building, and in the very next 
column is offered, in view of business qualifica- 
tions attained in some such way, a situation as 
bookkeeper and cashier for some petty mer- 
chant prince at the right royal salary of $5 per 
weck. By turning to the criminal column 
on the inside age you will find the 
sequel of this in the account 
of the latest arrest for embezzlement. 
Also under the head of * instruction *’ the musi- 
cal conservatory manipulator inserts his ad.“ 
in which he offers to make young or old 
performers on the piano, organ, or guitar in 
twenty lessons; and to teach by his new method 
in precisely that number of lessons what requires 
years of study and bard work by the old 
methods. To some it might look as if this same 
musical manipulator was a chariatan, who, by 
continually advertising for piano-players, was 
endeavormg to work up a boom for his con- 
servatory. But it is nut thus. The piano-player 
is actually the man with the boom, and

appears to have the managementof it. It is 
impossible to ‘suppose that Mayor Harrison, 
atter baving done his best to conciliate every 
nationality, every sect, and the men of every 
political creed into voting for him, has now 
reacted out after each individual trade and 
profession, and has begun with piano-players. 
But when he shuts his eyes to the provision 
printed on every saloon-license, that music will 
not be permitted, be encourages the concert- 
saloon system, and the rapid growth ot these 
ublic nuisances is what creates the demand 
or piano-players—that is, for the class 
of piuno- players who will consent to 
perform in such resorts and tosuch audiences. 
* Piano-puncbers"’ would bea far more appro- 
priate name for them, for players they certainly 
are not, with scarcely a single exception. 
Wheuce do they come? From the musical 
conservatories above referred to? Scarcely, or 
at least not direct. The piano student must, it 
upvears, pass through several transition stages 
after leaving the conservatory. He must at- 
tempt some legitimate pursuit in the way of 
business or the professions; make a failure of 
it; take to strong drink for a time; and then 
turn up seedy and forlorn in some iiarge 
city. He is then as well trained for 
concert-hall piano-playmg as any of his 
fellows, and, to be merciful to the profesh,“ a 
little better than some of them. He will Dave 
no trouble in obtaining a situation in this city, 
or in Milwaukee, which is also a saloonkeepers’ 
paradise, and will 
EARN WAGES OF FROM $2.50 To $5 
per day—as much as the young man who takes 
the business route referred to earns ina week. 
The hours of labor are only from 2 to 5: in the 
afternoon, and from 7 in the evening until mid- 
nigbt—iess than eight hours per day. The work 
will be hard and incessant, it is true, and bis 
taskmaster will be continually standing over 
him to see to it that he pounds outof the piano 
all the noise it is cupable of making, but 
in compensation for this he will have free 
cigars and drinks—quite an item of itself. In 
the average concert-hall on State street the 
ianist is almost incessantly thumping away. 
ie begins with an overture, as he calls it. and, 
when this is finished, an accompaniment for 
each in turn of the .emale vocalists employed on 
the premises. This done, be begins over again, 
witha medley, or rather a jumble of all the airs 
in “Olivette,” The Babes in the Wood,” or 
some other popular piece. But the Anvil 
Cborus is bis employer's favorit. A small boy 
or one of the waiters furnishes the accompa’.i- 
ment with a flat-iron and a bammer, and the 
patrons of the place are sure to keep time by 
thumping their beer glasses on the tables. 
AH! NOW THE PROPRIETOR LAUGHS, 
for he knows full well that with this din be 
completely drowns out the noise, alias music, 
in the rival ranch next door, unless there too 
they happen to be playing the same piece, in 
which event the other occupants of the block 
suffer untold agony. It is said thar. the chief 
attraction for a time of two of the liveliest con- 
cert hails on State street was a nightly duel be- 
tween two pianos. The back of the one 
sandwiches into an addition 
other, there is only a 
thin lath and plaster partition between the 
two. The piano- players were deadly enemies, 
and it was simply a toss-up as to which would be 
in bis seat first every night. Both played with- 
out music, and whoever got started first simply 
banged away as hard as he was able at a haif- 
dozen overtures in succession, having com- 
pleted which he paused for the fellow next door 
to repeat the dose if he was able. The crowd 
gathered about each as they would a prize- 
ring, and the due! continued with great excite- 
ment until midnight. The duel has long since 
ended. One ot the piano-pliayers went crazy, 
and the proprietor of one place moved, and the 
roprietor of the other changed to theatricals. 
t Was more than even their bumanity could 
stand. 
PERHAPS THE MOST CURIOUS CHARACTER 


in all this troupe of stroliing players is an ec- 
centric foreigner, known generally as the 
Professor.“ He is a man of middie-age, thin 
but wiry, with long straight hair and beard, 
which he never deigus to comb save with his 
fingers. and is always scrupulously neat, though 
somewhat shabbily attired. Like many others 
who have wandered far from the ideal walks in 
life which they in youth marked out for them- 
selves, the Professor” is a man with a secret 
sorrow. His inteilect has warped with many 
years of doleful broodings, but occasionally 
when stimulated with mixed drinks, which he is 
passionately fond’ of sipping, as a Frenchman 
does his wine, the ardor of his youth returns 
tohim. Then he will disclose to bis conpanions 
glimpses of bis past. a story of disappointments 
in everything—music, his chosen profession; 
love, unrequited though often inspired by some 
biue-eyed, tlaxen-haired Alsatian maid; and 
fortune, because of a penchant for absinthe and 
rouge et noir. When throught with the recital of 
his woes, gloomy despondency again closes in 
upon bim, and be is accustomed to go to his rooms 
and bammer out his ire upon his only com- 
panion, the piano. It is this which causes him 
to be shunned by his neighbors, who call him a 
“tend,” and by most of his acquaintances who 
think bim slightly daft. And it you engage in 
conversation with him be will not hesitate to tell 
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at the same time drawing his band suggestively 
across bis throat, and making an unpleasant 
sound, a cross between a guttural and a squeak. 
This may be equivocal as to whether he means 
razor or rope, but no one can mistake in what 
way the Professor intends to end bis days. 

There ig another, a ruddy-faced German, who 
speaks Euglish very well, and who is just the 
opposit of the melancholy Alsatian. He thumps 
bis piano merecilesly, but in good humor, and 
the instrument seems really to like it; atany 
rate, the music it emitsis far more agreeable 
than the other. The Professor —ull the better 
class of performers in the business have that 
title—likes his beer, likes to chat with his 
friends, and, unlike his fellow-professionals, 
never makes love to the vocalists. He is free 
from care and a jolly good fellow. Puta violin 
into bis hands, aad be will show you how the 
Arkansas Traveler ought to be played, and 
will try bard to make you believe that the in- 
strument will do anything but speak. Ask bim 
why be drifted Anto the concert saloon, and he 
will tell you thatitisafar more comfortabie 
position than the orchestra of a theatre, and 
more lucrative besides. 

YET ANOTHER Is A YOUNG FRENCHMAN, 


at least bis name would indicate as much. He 
learned to play by eur in his routh, out of pure 
love for piano music, and he sticks to it os a 
business, because he never was able to find 
anything better. He is in great demand for 
traveling companies in the dramatic line, but he 
bas learned to abhor walking railroad-tracks, 
and hence remains at home, where be is never 
out of employment. In fact, be is used like an 
employment agenvy by those in search of tal- 
ent, as well as by talent in search of employ- 
ment, and therefore can tell exactly what 
everybody else in the business is being paid.“ 

A dozen others are worthy of special mention, 
notably Frank Lumbard,

and in his day the most popular. He was never 
the vagabond that the others are. but always 
had a home, and a good home at that, to go to. 
“Olid Shady,” or some other baritone song, and 
not piano-piaying, was bis forte, but be now 
does very well at both in a Clark street Ball.

CHICAGO MERCHANTS. 


Remarks of Mr. George C. Clarke atthe 
Annual Banquet of the Ciacinnati 
Commercial Club. 

The last regular toast of the evening at the 
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annual banquet of the Cincinnati Commer- 


clal Club, held last Thursday evening, The 
Commercial Centres of the West,“ was re- 
sponded to by Mr. George C. Clarke, of Chi- 
cago. Previous to Mr. Clarke’s remarks 
Mr. Doane, ex-President of the Chicage 
Club, entertained the company with a hu- 
morous little speech of thanks, Mr. Clarke 


said, fn substance: 

Mr. PRESIDENT: It is a t pleasure to be 
one of the gentlemen of Chicago Commer- 

cial Club to bring to you of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Club a message of greeting gved 
will. We are justiy proud of our club, which. 
has now completed the fourth year ot its exis- 
ence, and you certainly with this auspicious 
; your ftirst year and open- 
second, bave just 

roud. We, the rep- 
resentatives here of the Commercial Club of 
Chicago, congratulate you on the formation of 
your club. Your President bas said that we 
were not the mother club. Boston has that 
honor; but we held, as be said, the first char- 
ter. Our club was formed under the inspira- 
tion of a visit of the Boston Club to Chicago, 
and with a sort of impuise and rather in- 
stinctively; when those gentlemen, after four 
days’ visit, went back to Boston, we had seea 
a compact body and the elficiency with which 
they worked and the capability of such working: 
we watbered together and formed our club with 
an impulse which we have never regretted since. 
And so lately we took our baby down to 
and had a grand feast and a most happy time 
which cemented the tun Commercial 
Club to the Chicago Commerciai Club in 
rather a remarkabie degree, and in a re- 
markably strik manner, because the six days 
of which we had in town during our jour- 
ney was of such a nature as to bind its members 
in intimacy which no other cause could have 
created so well. Now, then, gentiemen, the toast 
to which lam to respond is “The Commercial 
Centres of the West,” and I do not know that [ 
could better respond to that toast than by say- 
ing one word vn the commercial clubs of those 
cities, organized to foster and strengthen their 
222 interests, and have had the courage 
to do 80. 

Yet, although this is an annual meeting of the 
Commercial Club, so little bas been said tonight 
with reference to the club, or mention made as 
to what it is to accomplish, or what it bas since 
accomplished, that will principally say in 
regard to our awa club, which may be 
taken as a type of all clubs, now, while 
we have accomplished a great deal, we 
know that there is a great deal more to 
be accomplished. I will say that, of the things 
we have sought to accomplish, the first is 
the fostering spirit of unity and barmony 
among our servants. I think I should place 
that first. That while our ciub bas a member- 
ship of gentiemen engaged in different branches 
of business, the club has promoted among these 
gentlemen a social intercouse, harmony, and ac- 
quaintance, aud unity which cannot belp but be 
of great good to our city, and to any other city 
which organizes a Commercial Club. In our 
own club merchants of our city dave 
ment for the first there by becoming intimately 
acquainted with the other merchants who have 
done business in the e street and biock as 
themselves for five, ted, fifteen, and twenty 
years, met for the first time at the hospitable 
board of the Commercial Ciub, who were before 
separated by a few feet of distance and by the 
difference in their business. The club nus 
brought those*merchants together by but one 
thing, which was the advancement of the inter- 
ests of Chicago, and therefore I place i 
first. 

Secondly, the discovery which the Chicago 
Commercial Ciub bas made of some very re- 
markabie and eflicient men, who bave hereto- 
fore from their excessive modesty deen ob- 
scured in a sort of privacy, which the Com- 
mercial Club of Chicago has brought out, 
and I can that today some of the most 
effective workers in Chi and some of those 
who have produced the t results in beip- 
ing along others as well as their own interest 
were almost unkuown when the Commerci 
Club first organized, and that simply by their 
modesty, which kept them ju the — — 
And thus we combined together, and we brought 
them into prominence and conspicuous partici- 
pation in the affairs of ourcity that has u of 
very great value to every one of us. 

Thirdly—The most conspicuous results, per- 
haps, are in the discoveries Which we have made 
on various subjects pertaining to the interests 
of our city. ituout enumerating them I can 
say of one or two, we discussed the financial 
condition of Chicago. You must have seen 
by those truthful newspapers ** — 
about the bankrupt condition of Chicago 
a year or two ago. [Lauguter.] We were 
compelled to acknowledge that we were in that 
condition, but then we had a law which forbade 
us to borrow money, and the tax is never col 
lected only once a year, just at the end of the 
year, and then we opened our business with 
nothing but bankrupts, because we had not as< 
gts enough, and practically Dankruptcy stared 
us in the face. 

Then we asked the Mayor of our city to come 
into our meetings, and then we boast that out of 
the sixty gentiemen that there was money 
enough to ruu the City Government, if only cer- 
tain conditions were made and observed—that is 
to say, that our scrip was declared valuabie, 
and that the Government was adminis- 
tered economically. The President said you 
will get money if you only recognize our 
scrip and administer the City Government 
economically. In afew days thereafter we met 
the city authorities to consider this question, aad 
the unanimous opinion was in favor of the valid- 
ity of the scrip and the economy introduced 
into the Government, and to-day not only do 
we issue no scrip, but the City of Chicago 
bas enough money in its treasury to pay 
its debts and what it needs to buy as it goes 
along. Now, that was the result of the efforts 
of that little band of only sixty men in our 
Commercial Club. I indorse ali that has been 
said tonight, and especially that of the gentle- 
man in speaking of the support he would bave 
in bringing in such important questions in just 
such a body as the Cincinnati Commercial Club. 

We have taken also other business. We have 
fully discussed the smoke nuisance as you have 
discussed it here. Wehad it brought up, and we 
have reached a conclusion, and it is to one of 
the members of the Commercial Club that this 
wasdne. We owe it to his efficient, active, 
persistent etforts, and we have now an ordinance 
which has stopped toa great extent the smoke 
nuisance in Chicago, which bas been accepted 
by the maaufacturers of Chicago, whoare the 
largest creditors of this nuisance. And, furtber- 
more, we have induced the President of our own 
club, wo is also the President of the Cnicago 
Roliing- Mill, to introduce it at an expense of 
$12,000, and the rolling-mill was able to do awa 
with the nuisance, and we and others are fol- 
lowing. [Apptause.] 

But there is one thing upon which we could 
not decide, and that wus our dirty streets. We 
have not done one single thing. The matter 
stands just us it was four years ago. We are 
giad and willing to receive any help or suggos- 
tious from you gentiemen here upon that sub- 
ject. 

But then, while it is well enough to see to the 
interest of our own cities, there are certain in- 
terests which are common to us all. 

One such subject is the compromise of fraud, 
of promoting a bigher commercial integrity. 
Now, while we are citizens of ep St. Louis, 
and Cincionati, we are all citizens u common 
country, which we love just asdearly as the city 
of our birth and adoption. and need some way 
of promoting our commercial integrity, 
for commercial unity, and promote es 
National integrity in business, 
give usa better commercial reputation in th 
country, so that the American merchant sba 
be synonymous with the highest type and high- 
est trust of commercial and mercantile honor 
and integrity, and 1 hope to see us all united 
to obtain thiseud. Aud sol close, gentiemen 
expressing to yon agaiu the greeting and vest 
wishes for your success from the Chicago Com- 
mereiai Club. [Great appiause.]

Servams will not 
Knock at the drawing-room door, but open it 
at once, eveu it the lady of the house is re- 
ceiving. The only doors in a house at which 
it is proper for servants to knock before en- 
tering are those of the bed-chamber or dress- 
ing-room. 

A ntieman when call will always 
take his hat and cane in the drawing-room. 
He holds them until he has seen and shaken 
hands with the hostess, He will then either 
hold them gracefully in his hand until he 
takes his leave or place his hat on the floor 
close at his side. At formal calls the gentle- 
man will remove his overcoat or not, accord- 
ing to taste. It should be left in the hal 
should he do so, and never removed in 
drawing-room. But it is not usual to re- 
move it for the few minutes that etiquet 
allows him to remain. A gentleman should 
never put his hat on in the 8 of the 
hostess. At morning calls he puts his hat 
on in the hall, but should any ladies hap- 
pen in the hall, he will instantly re- 
move it, or, should he be the last visitor, and 
the hostess pay him the compliment to step 
into the hall, or even to the door, with him, 
he will not forget to hold his hat gracefully 
in his hand until he has reached pave- 
ment. in the halls of hotels or public build- 
ings gentlemen should remove their hats in 
the presence of ladies, holding them in their 
hand until they have passed. This is one of 
the mauy polite courtesies which mark the 
true gentieman. “At homes” of all kinds 
the rule of carrying the hat in the drawing- 
room is reversed. Gentlemen leave their hats 
on the hail-table before entering the draw- 
ing-room, the invitation constituting the dif- 
ference. If several visitors are present 
when a visitor is announced, he will make his 
way to the hostess, who will shake hands with 
him, either rising or sitting—the former is 
considered the most courteous—and they will 
at once fall into au easy conversation, the 
other visitors joining. The last comer re- 
ceives a little more attention when he first 
enters, but, if the hostess possesses tact, she 
will converse with all in such a way that 
each will receive equal attention. The early 
visitors will take their leave as soon as they 
gracefully can, shaking hands with the host- 
ess, who, if she be a lady, will rise and ring 
the drawing-room. bell, so that the serv- 
ant will be in readiness to open 
the hall door. Should a gentleman be pres- 
ent, he will rise, cross the room, and open the 
drawing-room door for the lady to pass out, 
whether he be acquainted or not, If the host 
is present at morning calls, it will be polite 
for him to see the visitor out, if the drawing- 
room be on the ground floor, or if on the sec- 
ond floor, to the head of the stairs. It is a 
compliment for the host to see a lady to her 
carriage, as etiquet only requires that he 
open the drawing-reom door for her. Two 
visitors, Who are not acquainted, and have 
met at a morning call and conversed to- 
gether, will merely bow. If they have been 
formerly introduced, they will bow the same 
when leaving, unless the acquaintance has 
ripened suddenly, through previous knowl- 
edge of each other. The hostess should take 
partivular care to welcome her guests 
promptly and easily. Nothing gives more 
pleasure than a cheerful, prompt, and kindly 
greeting. It cannot be described, but is 
genuinely felt. The stranger is at once at 
his ease, and the friend is drawn still closer. 

Ladies at morning calls should not kiss 
each other. This mode of salutation is very 
well among sisters and brothers. parents 
and children, and even more distant rela- 
tives, if thought proper, but itis not etiquet 
among friends and acquaintances. The kiss 
should bean emblem of affection. Byron 
assures us that kissing was known in Para- 
dise. The kiss of peace“ was a mark of 
love. So it should be, and not a silly cus- 
tom, which allows people who often care 


the accident hap- | 


very little foreach other, when coming in 
contact, to embrace with all the fervor of 
affection. “it may be a beautiful custom,” 
one writer says it is, “and if we were not so 
wicked in this nineteenth century we should 
have more of it.“ Ile also says that in the 
days of good Queen Bess it was the hight of 
politeness to kiss your neighbor’s wife, and 
our grandfathers tell us that, on entering a 
room, they kissed all the ladies present as a 
matter of course. In France and Germany 
gentiemen embrace and kiss each other. 
lt is a very innocent thing, no doubt, 
but we are aes! ge | giad that the custom 
does uqt prevail here. We are told that 
Leicester often kissed the Virgin Queen on 
the lips, and that she took it quite heartily.” 
The fvolish habit of people kissing every 
time they meet is evidently commended by 
Erasmus, who writes: The English havea 
custom which can never be sufficiently com- 
mended. On your arrival, youare welcomed 
with kisses; if you return, the embraces are 
repeated; wherever you meet, you are greet- 
ed with a kiss; whichever way you turn, 
there is nothing but kissing.“ We sincerely 
pity the visitors. The ordeal was enough to 
make them “shrivel up.” This beautiful 
symbol should be reserved for those who sin- 
cerely love each other, and when pure nat- 
ural feeling calls into life and actipn our 
sympathies with each other. A Kiss should 
spring from so noble a sentiment, so exalted 
an impulse, that, when its promptings are 
obeyed, we feel the happiness, the joy, of a 
respousive, loving heart. 

‘Lhe liypocrit, the impostor, and our dead- 
liest foe all use the form of custom in refer- 
ence to it. and cloak their dishonesty and 
meanness by its use. 

The kiss is not practiced in good society, 
except among those who are bound by bonds 
of love. It isnever vulgar to be loving, and 
love that is real love will show itself. In 
this matter etiquet will not interfere. As 
every good action comes spontaneously from 
the heart, it is a Christian law that the kiss 
be held more sacred. Could the importance 
of this highly commendable law be more 
generally known, and more universally ear- 
ried out, how much unpleasantness might be 
avoided, and how many delicate nerves 
spared repeated shocks. To have every old 
woman you know rush up to you, and, 
throwing herarms around your neck, kiss 
you with all the ardor and affection of youth, 
is disgusting, and robs the holier, the more 
sacred, emblem, when exchanged between 
true, sincere hearts, of all its sincerity and 
sacredness.

Now, if we can ascertain 
what the ition of the British Church was 
as to the future punishment, we shall know 
what the position of John Wesley and the 
Methodist Church was as to future punish- 
ment—that is, whether it is an article of faith 
or a mere opinion. If a mere opinion, a 

wrong has been done Dr. Thomas as a 
ethodist and a minister, and the Methodist 
Church itself, by his condemnation. 

The question of the duration of future 

unishment was agitated in the early English 

urch. Edward VL, the first King of 
England, after the usurpation of the Church 
of Rome had been entirely checked 
the Church of England had secu her 
primitive independence, published, by royal 
authority, forty-two articles of religion 
„ agreed upon by the Bishops and other gox 
men in the convention hela at London in the 
year 1552, to root out the discords of opinion 
— establish the agreement of the true re- 

gion. 

These artieles were repealed by Queen 
Mary, the Papal successor of Edwa VL 
But Queen Elizabeth, her successor? gave 
royal assent to “thirty-nine articles agreed 
upon by the Archbishops and Bishops of 
both provinces, and the whole clergy in the 
convocation holden at London in the year 
1562 for avoiding diversities of opinion and 
for the establishing of consent touching the 
true religion.” 

The forty-second of the articles published 
by Edward VI. contained these words: 
“They are worthy of condemnation (Latin, 
damnatione,) who endeavor at this time to 
restore the dangerous opinion that all men, 
be they never so ungodly, shall at length be 
saved when they have suffered pains for their 
sins a certain time appoin by God's jus- 
tice.“ The convocation of 1662, in their re- 
vision of the Prayer-Book, struck out the 
forty-second article, which has never been 
reénacted, This question is one of opinion. 
Any Methodist may hold, without incon- 
sistency, an opinion on this subject at vari- 
ance with the current religious sentiment 
without compromising his subscription to the 
Apostles’ Creed or the Methodist Articles of 
Religion. 

But this question has been made the sub- 
ject of legal adjudication in the highest 
ecclesiastical court of the Protestant world, 
the Arches Court of Canterbury. To this 
formal decision every Methodist, Episcopal- 
lan. and believer in the simple creeds of a 
primitive faith should submit as authoritative 
and conclusive; the whole subject of 
hell and its modifications belongs not to the 
faith, the essence of belief, but to opinions, 
the accidents of the religious platform of the 


ages.

f Dr. Thomas is a heretic for not holding 
to the statements of heil, which were formu- 
lated in the last century, then heretics 
abound in all the churches of the land, in 
their ministry and membership. 

The doctrine of the intermediate state is 
held by the entire Jewish Church, by the Ro- 
man Catholic Church (however corrupted), 
by the Greek Church, by all the old Protest- 
ant churches of Continental Europe, by the 
entire Episcopal churches of England, Cana- 
da, and the United States, and by hundreds 
of thousands of the modern religious bodies 
of America. If Dr. Thomas be a heretic 
heresy is largely in the ascendant. The new 
version takes it out of the verbal obscurity 
of James’ version and makes it patent teach- 
in, ‘f the Scriptures many think.

THE DELUGE. 

THE ASSYRIAN ACCOUNT AS TRANSLATED 
FROM ANCIENT HIEROGLYPHICS. 
Baltimore Sun. 

It is difficult in the space at my command 
to give a detailed account of the successful 
efforts of such enthusiastic scholars as Cham- 
pollion, Grotefend, Rouge, Sayce, Brugsch, 
and others to extend our knowledge of the 
language and history of Eastern nations— 
men of supreme Caucasian mind, who, while 
bowing at the shrines of knowledge in an- 
cient Greece, and holding in reverence the 
immortal names of Homer, Herodotus, and 
Xenophon, yet crossed the Hellespont into 
Asia, to the cradle of the human race on the 
banks of the Euphrates, and from thence to 
the Nile, thus opening, by their investiga- 
tions of the hieroglyphs and the cuneiform 
character, a book of knowledge which had 
been unread for 2,000 years. 

The visitor to the British Museum in Lon- 
don, after passing through the Egyptian 
Court, and before he enters the hall where 
the Eigin marbles are preserved, will find 
himself in the Assyrian department, and 
amoug the bas-reliefs, representing sieges 
and battle-scenes, will find twelve stone tab- 
lets carved in the cuneiform or narrow- 
headed writing of Assyria. The tablets are 
somewhat broken and defaced, but through 
the unwearied labor of Oriental scholars 
they have been correctly translated. These 
twelve tablets were found in Nineveh, and 
adorned the interior of the palace of King 
Assurbanipal, who reigned 660 B. C. They 
record the adventures of King Isdubar, who 
reigned in Assyria shortly after the flood. 
The greatest interest centres in the eleventh 
tablet, since it gives an account of the deluge, 
in some respects similar to that given in the 
Book of Genesis, and also states that this ac 
count was copied from a similar but more 
ancient tablet, which was kept in a_ city of 
Assyria called Erech, probably the fost an- 
cient city in the world, andfrom these facts 
we are compelled to look upon these tablets 
as among the most ancient records now pre- 
served, having been written 200 years befure 


the birth of Moses. 
The eleventh tablet states that King Izdu- 


search of Sisit (the Noah of the Assyrians), 
of whom they have heard. Sisit has escaped 
the tiood, and has been deciared immortal by 
the gods.“ They meet Sisit, but are separat- 
ed by astream. At the request of Izdubar 
Sisit gives him an account of the flood, which 
the Assyrians have handed down to posterity, 
and which we may regard as a rich contribu- 
tion to the literature of the present day. The 
translation below is a verbatim translation of 
the conversation between ubar and Sisit, 
in which the latter relates the building of an 
ark or ship, gives an account of the flood 
lasting six days, after which the ark reste 
upon a mountain. He first sent out a dove, 
which returned; then a swallow, and finally 
a raven, which did not return. He then 
leaves the ark, and builds an altar to the gods.

CHURCH FAIR FRAUDS. 
TABLES STOCKED BY SHOPKEEPERS WHO 
GET NINE-TENTHS OF THE PROFITS. 
New York Sun. 

“What a beautifully arranged table, and 
what handsome articles, remarked a lady to 
her escort atafair in an up-town church. 
‘The table contained a fine array of fancy ar- 
ticles. There were silver-mounted hand 
glasses, carved dressing-cases, lace neck wear, 
jewelry, and other goods. How the ladies 
in charge must have worked to get so many 
nice things contributed. What a marked 
contrast this table presents to some of the 
others,“ said the gentleman. It will bring 
the church quite a fund by itself.“ The 
couple moved on, and a gentleman who had 
heard their conversation approached, and 


said: 

“You must excuse me, but [ cannot help 
setting you right on the subject about 
which you were just speaking. That 
table which you so admire, and think 
will so benefit the church, is what 
is called a commission table, and will 
not obtain for the church as much money as 
many of the plainer ones. The goods are 
obtained from regular business houses at the 
current prices. What are sold are paid for, 
and what are not sold are returned. All 
that the church receives is the commission 
given by the merchant. This commission 
sometimes reaches as high as 15 per cent, 
but more frequentiy does not exceed 10 per 
cent. From this you can easily see that if a 
commission tabie in an evening takes in $50, 
the profit only amounts to 85. If $10 is taken 
in at one of the tables where the goods are 
contributed, the church fares doubly as 
well. Many ladies liketo makea great show 
at their tables, and adopt the commission 
method. It is much easier to get them this 
way than to get them for nothing, or to per- 
sonally make up fancy articles. People are 
attracted by the greatest display, and, as in 
the present instance, the lady who has the 
commission table gets greater credit than the 
one who has got her goods contributed, and 
who has been to much moretrouble. 

Fairs are usually gotten up for a religious 
or charitable purpose, and the money ex- 
pended at them is not for the articles re- 
ceived, but for the benefit of the deserving 
object. When aman spends $10 at a com- 
mission tabie, he thinks that his money is ex- 
pended for this good purpose, whereas nine- 
tenths of it goes into the pockets of the 
wealthy merchant, who really owns the ar- 
ticles until mey are sold.“ 

For the past three years the system of sell- 
ing goods on commission in fairs has steadily 
gained ground. Many merchants sell thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of goods in this way. 
It is considered a regular source of revenue,

also get a very good advertisement. Fre- 
quently a prano-manufacturing firm give a

piano the firm gets $250 in cash and 250 
chances, to say nothing of the advertise- 
ment. Other valuable articles which are 
raffied for in large fairs are often obtained in 
this way.

There are now 210 young men employed as 
general secretaries, giving ali their time to 
association work, a growth from three in 
1866, and 114 in 1878, and 161 in 1880. 

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The stated meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers was held on Thursday, the 3d of No- 
vember. President S. Wells Williams oecu— 
pied the chair, and the religious exereises 
were conducted by Secretary Gilman. 

Grants of books to the value of about 
$3.600 were made for distribution in various 
parts of the world, and $2,000 in funds were 
appropriated for the work of the society in 
Persia. 

The colportage work of the society in the 
South and West continues to prosper. The 
rep rts of 106 colporteurs for the month of 
September show that 29,928 families were 
visited by them, and 7,326 destitute families 
and individuals were su pplied. 

One auxiliary society was recognized in 
Arkansas, one in Dakota, and oue in Ne- 
braska. 0 

Among the important foreign correspond- 
ence of the month were letters from the Rus- 
sian Bible Society and the Bible Society 
of France, expressing sympathy for the 
loss sustained by this Nation in the 
death of President Garfield; from 
Mr. Prince, of St. Petersburg, with highly 
satisfactory information about the reception 

iven to Bible distributers in Siberia; from 
Mr. Whipple, of Persia, with comprehensive 
statements of the work of Bible distribution 
as now organized in his field; from Mr. 
Loomis, of Yokohama, with summaries and 
diaries respecting colportage ; from the Evan- 
gelization Committee of the Waldensian 
Church, respecting the ‘expenditure of 
moneys granted to them for Bible colportage 
in Italy: and from the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, respecting matters of common 
interest in Persia, Turkey, and Japan. 

The receipts for October were $34,113.30; 
copies of the Scriptures issued from the Bible 
House, 84,847.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE, 


Full Text of the Ordinance Lately 
Passed by the Cincinnati Council 
and Which Mas Now Become a Law. 
The publicity gtven to the repeated efforts in 

Chicago to abolish the smoke nuisance—efforts 

which have already been attended with some 

measure of success—have borne fruit in other 
cities, and of late more especially in Cincinnati, 
where the following smoke ordinance has passed 
the Boards of Aldermen and Councilmen, re- 

2 the signature of the Mayor, and become 

a law: 

Be tt ordained, etc.: 

Sec. I. That every furnace employed, or to be 
employed, in the City of Cincinnati in the 
working of engines by steam, and every furnace 
employed, or to be employed, in any mill, 
factory, vrinting-house, dye-huuse, iron foun- 
dry. gas-house, distillery, brew or mait-house, 
bakery, gas-works, water-works, or other buiid- 
ings used for the purpose trade or manu- 
facture within the limits of said city (although 
a steam-engine be not used or employed there- 
in), shall iu all cases be constructed or altered 
so as toconsume or burn the smoke arising 
from such furnace, and if any person shali bere- 
after, within said city limits, use any sue fur- 
nace which shall pot be constructed so as to 
consume or burn its own smoke, or shali so 
negligently use any such furnace as that the 
smoke arising therefrom sball not be effectually 
consumed or burnt, or shall carry on any trade 
or business which shall occasion anything 
noxious or offensive, or otherwise annoy the 
neighborhood or inhabitants without using 
the best practicabie means for preventing 
aud counteracting such annoyance, every 
person so offending, being the owner or occu- 
pier of the prewises,or being a foreman or other 
person employed by such owner or occupier, 
shall, upon conviction of such offense before the 
Police Court, forfeit and paya sum not less than 
$20 nor more than $50, and upon a second con- 
viction for such offense the sum of $50, and for 
ali subsequent convictions for such offense the 
sum of 8100. The fines thus collected to be paid 
into the City Treasury for the benefit of the 
street repairing fun The word “person” 
herein shail be construed to embrace corpora- 
tions as well as natural persons or partnership 
associations. Provided always that the words 
„ consume or burn the smoke shall uot be held 
in all cases to meav “*consume or burn all the 
smoke,“ but that the Judge of the Police Court 
shall not impose the penalties enacted by this 
ordinance if he shall be of the opinion that the 
accused has, so far as practicable, so con- 
structed or altered his furnace as to consume or 
burn as far as possible the smoke arising from 
such furnace, and has carefully attended to the 
same with a view to prevent the escape of smoke 
therefrom. 

Sec. 2. As soon as reasonably may be, after 
this ordinance goes iuto effect, there shall be 
appointed a fit person to be an Inspector of 
smoke in said city. And it sdall be lawful for 
the said Inspector, and he is hereby required to 
commence and aid in prosecuting informations 
or legal proceedings against any person for the 
recovery of any penaity or forteiture to be in- 
curred under or by virtue of the enactment 
herein contained with respect to the prevention 
of smoke, and it shall also be lawful for any in- 
habitant of the city to commence and prose- 
cute, at bisown cost and risk, any such infor- 
mation or proceeding: Provided, that in the 
event of such intormation or proceediag being 
dismissed for want of prosecution by the in- 
formant, or tor the insufticiency of evidence, the 
dismissal shuil be at the cost of the informant. 

Sec. 3. The salary of said Inspector shall be 
$2,500 per annum, and before entering upon the 
duties of bis office he shall give a good and suf- 
ficient bond in the sum of 5.000. to be approved 
by the Solicitor and Mayor, for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. 

This ordinance to take effect on and after 
sixty days after its passage.
